City ConncU lists 1980 legisiative proposais 

Beach seeks review

A change in the way the state taxes gasoline sales to 
increase reveriues is among legislative proposals being 
considered by the Virginia Beach City Council. 

At present higway maintenance is financed by 
revenues produced by a fixed amount per gallon of 
gasoline, nine cents per gallon. With higher gasoline 
prices, Virginia motorists are using less gas - and paying 
less in taxes. City Manager George L. Hanbury told 
council Monday afternoon that the localities and state 
are not experiencing the "bonanza" enjoyed by the oil 
companies which are receiving more money for less gas. 

The proposal recommends that the General Assembly 
converts the tax from a fixed amount per gallon to a 
percentage of the retail sales price of gasoline. At the 
same time the city plans to recommend that the General 
Assembly increase highway maintenance payments to 
localities to cover the total actual cost of maintenance 
and construction. 

The proposals were among 21 presented to coundl 
Monday. Council wiU discuss the proposals with local 
representatives to the General Assembly before 
preparing final proposals. 

According to background for the proposal, in 1972- 
73, it cost $2,91 1 per lane mile to maintain highways in 
Virginia Beach. State maintenance payments at that 
time equalled $1,621 per lane mile. In 1978-79, it cost 
$3,420 per lane mile to maintain the highways, while 
state maintenance payments totalled $1,578 per lane 
mile. 

The increasing gap between State maintenance 
payments and actual maintenance costs was somewhat 
offset by the 1979 General Assembly which increased 
the lane mile payments for state highway maintenance. 

However, in 1979-80, it is antidpated to cost $3,865 
per lane mile to maintain highways in Virginia Beach 
while the dty will receive only an average of S2,36S per 
tor arik) fw tbr- state -^iWtite the state indrnied 
maintenance payments by approximately 50 percent 
between 1972 and 1979, the total cost for highway 
maintenance increased 71.39 percent due to inflation. 
Resurfadng costs alone increased 161 percent. 

Councilman George R. Ferrell remarked that if 
people are burning less gas "you won't be wearing the 
roads out." 

Included among the 1980 Legislative proposals are: 

Full funding for state aid to localities - Have the 
General Assembly provide full funding during the 1980-

82 biennium for state aid to localities as enacted by the 
General Assembly in 1979 with no special requirements 
as to how the money be spent. The 1979 bill included all 
Commonwealth's Attorney salaries and expenses, all 
Circuit Court judges salaries, 75 percent of indigent 
persons' hospitalization costs, all Sheriffs Dqiartment 
costs, and certain Police Department costs. The 
legislation goes into effect July 1 , 1980. 

Sand Replenishment Budget Request - have the 
General Assembly approve an appropriation for the 
Virginia Beach Erosion Commission of $600,000 for the 
1980-82 biennium or $300,000 in each year. This would 
result in the state and federal government more closely 
approaching the desirable level of 50-50 spUt in total 
sand replenishment expenses with the city. The Beach 
reasons that Virginia Beach tourism generates over $14 
million in state taxes. The commonwealth's annual 
contribution to sand replenishment, which cost 
$1,620,413.09 last year, is less than ten percent of the 
total. 

State Aid for Public Libraries - Appropriate funds for 
libraries up to the level already authorized by state law. 

Virginia Beach Museum of Marine Sciences - 
appropriately $200,000 for the 1980-82 biennium or 
$100,000 for each year of the biennium for site 
preparation, architectural and exhibit design expenses. 

Funding for Improvements to Camp Pendleton Beach 

- appropriate $100,000 during the biennium to the 
Department of Military Affairs for construction of a 
restroom at Camp Pendleton public beach site and to 
provide city water to serve facilities. 

Service Charge on Tax Exempt Property - amend the 
Code of Virginia to allow a service charge for all state 
property to be imposed up to a maximum of 50 percent 
of the local real estate tax rate. The present maximum is 
20 percent of the real estate tax rate which will furnish 
$130,012 in 1979-80 while 4M cost of so^ng the 
properties costs the city more. An increased minimum 
would produce $236,365 in revenues. 

Improvements to Highways Adjacent to Subdivisions 

- an amendment to allow localities to require a 
subdivider of land to pay his pro-rate share of the cost 
of providing reasonable and necessary roads outside the 
limits of the property he is developing. 

An Oct. 5, 1979 decision of the Supreme Court of 
Virginia in the case of Hylton Enterprises, IiK. vs. the 
Board of Supervisors of Prince William County, et al 
found that the enabUng statutes of Virginia provide no 
express authority to exact the cost of these 
improvements from the developer. 

Disclosure Statement for Real Estate Sales and 
Rentals - enact legislation which would aUow a local 
governing body to require a disclosure statement in all 
real estate sales and rental contracts for property 
located in a high noise area around airports. 

Virginia Beach Development Authority - amend the 
law so the Virginia Beach wQuld be excluded fitjm a 
section stating that an authority "shall not issue bonds 
for the construciton, financing or refinandng or of a 
faciUty or enterprise which is to be used principally for 
retail sales." 

Business License Tax on Mini-Storage lockers - 
amend the law to include mini-storage warehourses and 
lockers among other business upon which a bu»ness 
license tax is levied such as hotels, motels, motor lodges, 
auto courts, tourist courts, trailer parks, lodging 
houses, rooming houses and boarding houses. There are 
15 businesses engaged in the renting of mini storage 
locker spaces in Virginia Beach.

Virginia Beach women who feel their figures aren't in 
the^good Condition they should be, but are bored with 
traditiohif iiiifercise routines may find the path to fitness 
through a blossoming local exercise studio called Body 
Boutique. 

Cheryl Youngs, the business' physically fit founder, 
has developed a method of exercising to music which 
participants say they find invigorating, healthful and 
fun. 

Ms. Youngs is accutely aware of the benefits of 
exercise. "I always exercised when I was in high school. 
I was very conscious of my figure," she recalls. "Then 
there were two or three years when I didn't exercise and 
I became very unhappy with my flexibility." 

Health spas with figure salons with equipment were 
not the answer for het, she felt, so she decided to start 
giving exercise classes herself in apartment clubhouses.

Some Virginia Beadi patients who no loiger need all 
the services that hospitals provide, but who still need 
daily skilled nursing or rehabilitation services as 
inpatients can get help from Medicare ios the costs of 
care in a skilled nursing fiadUty. 

Medicare hospital insurance can help pay for 
follow-up care in a skilled nursing facUity that takes 
part in Medicare when certain conditions are met. 
Facilities taking part in Medicare are staffed and 
equipped to furnish skilled nursing care, rehabilitation 
services, and other related health services. 

These facilities are required to meet certain health, 
safety, and professional standards, and must fdlow 
written pdicies concerning the rights of patients. 

Pe<vle can call the local social security office to find 
out if a particular skilled nursing facility takes part in 
Medicare. 

When Medicare can cover this care, covered services 
include semiprivate room and all meals; regular 
nursing serviieis J rehabilitatidii services; drugs fur- 
nished by the fadlity; and use of appliances and 
equipment furnished by the facility. 

Medicare cannot cover personal comfort and conven- 
ience items, private duty nurses, any extra charge ifx 
private roan unless ordered by a docta* for medical 
reasons, and the first 3 pints of blood in a benefit 
period. 

The leaflet, "Medicare Coverage in a Skilled Nursing 
Facility," contains more detailed information ab<xit the 
conditiois under which Medicare can pay for these 
services.

I write a great deal about new housing in this column 
because of course that's what a builders' association is 
concerned with - new homes for sale. But that doesn't 
mean we've overlooked the apartment dweller, who for 
a variety of reasons, isn't shopping for or living in a 
home of his own. 

The association occasionally receives inquiries from 
apartment dwellers who have complaints or problems 
with their landlords. Many of these inquires stem from a 
misunderstanding of the basic landlord/tenant 
relationship. A few points, enumerated below, may 
shed some light on this relationship. 

1. When shopping for an apartment, compare the 
units you visit. Consider all of the items the rent 
includes and the distance to work or other places of 
interest. Pay close attention to the plumbing; flush the 
toilet and turn the faucets on and off. Make sure the 
icitchen appliances work. Make sure all doors and 
windows lock tightly. All these steps should be 
completed before signing any rental agreement or 
paying a deposit or rent. 

2. The lease you sign before you move in is for your 
protection and your landlord's. A security deposit is 
usually required to accompany a lease agreement. The 
Virginia Residential Tenant-Landlord Act provides that 
a landlord may not require a deposit of more than the 
equivalent of two months rent. Rent shall be payable by 
the tenant without demand or notice at the time and 
place agreed upon in the terms of the lease. 

3. Within five days after moving in, the landlord must 
submit a record to you itemizing damages to the 
dwelling unit existing at the time of occupancy. If the 
information is incorrect, you must object in writing 
within five days of notification. 

4. Keep in mind that although you are only leasing a 
dwelling, you have definite responsibilities including 
reasonable care and maintenance of that dwelling.

Don 't kill palms with kindness

Last week I describee! 
di^rent sortt d ferns to 
grow indoors. 

Ferns are ideal hoise- 
plants for people living in 
the humid environment of 
Virginia Beach. 

Even so, our centrally 
heated homes reduce hu- 
midity further and make 
the going rough for all 
humidity-loving plants. So 
if ferns have proven diffi- 
cult for you, you might 
consider trying your hand 
at growing palms as an 
ahernative. 

Palms endure the ad- 
verse conditions that 
cause ferns to shrivel 
away. Most palms enjoy 
bright light but will td- 
erate light shade. Pabns 
enjoy a dry atmosphere, 
and can survive neglectful 
watering habits on the 
part of their owners. 
». Qmsidering their tropi- 
cal and semi-tropical ori- 
gins, it is not surprising 
they wUI withstand heat 
and dryness. However, 
they still enjoy a daily 
mating. Tlus, for one 
thing, discourages the 
spi<ter mite wWdi thrives 
in dry condhiom. 

OvenMalous indoor gar- 
deners are a plague to 
palms, wWch suffer from 
overwatering. Avoid kill- 
ing with kindness, let the 
soil dry between water- 
ings, aiKi your pabn's 
roou will be happy and

not go rotten on you. 

Except in winter, you 
can feed your palm some 
liquid plant food once a 
month. If by chance your 
palm begins to look sickly, 
drojpping its leaves or 
losing its cdor, first move 
it into light shade if it is in 
bright sunlight. Some 
pahns get faded in full 
sun. If the light shade 
does not improve its ap- 
pearance, try a pinch of 
iron sulphate in the sdl, 
and feed a light dose of 
liquid fertilizer. 

In general, though, 
palms are rather carefi^ee. 
The only insect that can 
be a problem is the spuler 
mite. Too small to see, 
they manifest their pre- 
sence by webs amcmg the 
froids. The fronds will 
yellow and curl if the 
mites are Allowed to suck 
on them for any length of 
time. A daily misting 
helps discourf^e mites. 
Some pec^le like to take 
them into the bath ot 
shower for a good washoff 
oiKe a week where mites 
are a prdblem. 

One of the most <xxn- 



monly grown palms is the 
Kentia palm, ot Howeia 
becauise it is native to 
Ux'd Howe Island in the 
South I^cific. It grows 
long, arching leaves from 
a green trunk ringed with 
leaf scars. The appear- 
ance is somewhat like a 
coconut pahn. The Kentia 
palm tolerates shade, heat 
and some neglect. 

The Phoenix palm has 
slightly finer foliage, pro- 
ducing delicate feathery 
froads from its reddish- 
brown fibrous trunk. It is 
a pygmy date palm native 
to Laos. It likes lots of 
water and filtered light, 
but not dark cotiers. 

The Central American 
Bella Pahn has a mo-e 



bamboolike appearance, 
with clusters of canes and 
arching fronds. It's an 
easy one that endures 
shade and dry conditions. 

A more unusual sort of 
palm is the Chinese Fan 
palm, which grows like a 
series of fans set in a 
circle, ft can grow into a 
spectacular, large and 
showy plant with its rich 
green cdoring and un- 
usual shape. 

pother easy Chinese 
{»lm is the Rhapis, or 
Lady Palm. It grows from 
bamboo-like canes with 
flan-shaped leaves that are , 
compKt and bushy. It 
lodes good in broad, short 
containers. An easy and 
fine-looking palm for 
sena-sluuk. 

Not a palm at all, but 
giving the appearance of 
one is the Dracaena, 
which has long, bladelike i 
foUage. Hie Dracaena al- 
so endures Mgtect, dry- 
ness, low tight and gives 
good returns on mmimal 
effort. 
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5. You are responsible for insuring your personal 
property. The residents' policy offered by most 
insurance companies is especially designed to fit the 
needs of the apartment dweller, providing protection of 
personal property and for personal liability. It is your 
responsibility to see that all doors and windows are 
locked when you are away. If you plan to be away from 
your apartment for more than three or four days, it is 
advisable to inform your resident manager. 

6. The rules established for your project are for the 
comfort and safety of all of the residents. Become aware 
of the rules before you sign the lease and move in. 

7. In the event you move, there are a few points to 
keep in mind. If you have not fulfilled the terms of the 
lease, you must be responsible for any penalties outlined 
in the lease. Within 45 days of termination, the 
landload must return your security deposit with an 
itemized statement of any deductions. If you wish to be 
present when the landlord inspects your unit to 
determine the amount of security deposit returned, you 
may so request in writing. This should be done at the 
time you give 30 days notice of leaving. The landlord 
must then notify you of the time and date of the 
inspection. The inspection should take place during 
normal business hours between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. and 
within 72 hours of termination of occupancy. 

Remember that a lease is a contract between you and 
your landlord and the provisions of the lease govern 
your legal recourse. For further information about the 
Virginia Residential Tenant-Landlord Act and other 
laws that govern your right to fair housing write to: The 
Virginia Real Estate Commission, P.O. Box 1-X, 
I Richmond, Va., 23202.

Little hope for 
recall proposal

When Virginia Beach City Council votes on its legal 
package of die 1980 General Assonbly diere's little 
chance that a proposal calling for procedures for recall 
of City Council members will be induded. 

After listening to over 20 jH-oposals presented by 
Virginia Beach Monday afternoon at an informal 
meeting, State Sen. Joseph T. Fitzpatrick suggested one 
of his own. His proposal is that any member of the 
coundl maybe recall«l and removed from office by the 
electros by a spedfied procedure. 

The proposal apparendy cMie as a surprise to the 
council members who each received a copy. 

At the formal session of coundl later, CouncUman 
John A. Baum said he "can't imagine any reason for 
recall. It sounds like somediing that wiU get people 
excited." 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley said she didn't "have 
any problems with recall procedures," but wants the 
requirements to apply to the General Assembly 
members as well as Coundl. She said that Fitzpatrick 
said that the State Code covers the General Assembly, 
but a cursory search found that Assembly members can 
only be taken out of office by a two-thirds vote of thdr 
peers in the General Assembly. "If we are gomg to hj|ve 
a recall," Mrs. Henley said, "we'll have to have all die 
elected officials in the state included." 

Baum said that it would turn out to be like the 
Freedom of Information Act. The coundl is bound by 
the provisions but the General Assembly is excluded. 
"They would get out of it (recall)," he said. 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing said, "I don't think 
recall should be supported in any form." 

When the discussion turned to what coundl's position 
should be on the proposal. Councilman R.L. Riggs said 
that he was under the impression that Fitzpatrick was 
going to introduce the legislation and that council's 
position had not been required. 

Fitzpatrick's proposal had the markings of a tum- 
about-is-fair-play tactic in response to council critidsm 
of the Nov. 6 senatorial election when voting procedures 
wCTe obsf^ructeditfievi^ NOtfOfltprtdncts because die 
voting machines had not been unlocked. Virginia Beach 
Councilwoman Meyera E. Obemdorf lost her bid for a 
Senate seat by 683 votes in that dection. Democrat 
Fitzpatrick and the other two Democratic incumbents 
were re-deded. Mrs. Obemdorf ran on the Republican 
ticket. 

On Nov. 19, the Beach council voted S-4 to ask for a 
new election in the Sth, 6th and 7th Senate districts, all

In calculating benefits for Virginia Beach workers 
who reach 62, become disabled, or die in 1979 or later, 
actual earnings for past years are adjusted to take 
account of changes in average wages since 19S1. These 
adjusted earnings are averaged tc^ether and a formula 
is applied to the average to determine the benefit 
amount. 

Benefits for workers who reached 62, died, or became 
disabled before 1979 are based on the person's average 
earnings under social security over a period of years, 
using the actual dollar amounts. 

So that no one now nearing retirement will be 
disadvantaged, the law^pontains a guarantee. Under the 
guarantee, retirement benefits for workers who reach 62 
after 1978 and before 1984 are figured two ways-under 
the old method using benefit rates that were in effect as 
of December 1978 and under the new method. The 
benefit rate paid is the higher of the two calculations. 

Benefits for workers who become disabled after 1978 
and the survivors of workers who die after 1978 are 
figured only under the new method. 

Each year, living costs will be compared with those of 
the year before. If living costs have increased 3 percent 
or more, benefits Will be increased by the same amount 
and mil be included in checks issued the following July 
unless Congress has already acted to raise benefits. 

Social security checks are not subject to federal 
income tax. 

If you qualify for checks on the record of more than 
one worker (for example, on your own record and your 
husband's), you'll get an amount equal to the larger of

the two amounts. If, in addition to your social security 
benefit as a wife, husband, widow, or widower, you 
receive a pension based on your work in public 
employment not covered by social security, your benefit 
as a dependent or survivor will be reduced by the 
amount of that pension. 

As mentioned earlier, a new method pf figuring 
benefits is used for people who reach 62, become 
disabled, or die after 1978. Following are examples of 
benefits that can be paid under this method. 

If you reach 62 in 1979, your monthly retirement 
benefit at age 62 will range from $97.50 to $365.50, 
depending on your earnings in past years. 

If you become disabled in 1979, the monthly benefit 
to you as a disabled worker will range from $122 to 
about $500, depending on your age and past earnings. If 
you have eligible dependents, the total monthly family 
benefit payable ranges from $183 to about $900. 

Survivors of a worker who dies in 1979 can expect to 
receive from $183 a month to about $950 a month for a 
family of 3 or more.

Going to wait to buy a home until the interest 
rates come down? 

Don't, if you can possibly buy now. 

The cartoon appearing in this column today 
exemplifies the consumers' dilemma. A few facts 
help round out the illustration even further. 

Today the conventional rate for home mortgage 
loans is running at an all time high of 13Vi 
percent. Consumers are frightened and wonder 
whether or not they should wait, even though 
most of them perceive that housing is still their 
best hedge against infla^iohr Still, 13^ percent is 
scary. 

At 1 3 •/: percent, a $S0,000 loan for 30 years will 
carry a mortgage payment of $S72.71 a month, 
not including taxes and insurance. Suppose the 
consumer says he'll wait for a year until mortgage 
rates fall, and suppose for the sake of discussion, 
the rate does drop on conventinal loans a full 
point, to 12!^ percent. 

Unfortunately while that's happening, housing 
costs are still escalating. Housing costs have been 
rising at a rate of 1 1 percent a year, so the same 
house a year from now will necessitate a $SS,000 
loan. The mortgage payment on that loan is SS87, 
a monthly increase of $14.29! 

It doesn't pay to wait if you can afford to buy 
now.

Programs on aging offered at TCC 



By Richard E.Hochlein 

We are excited about anew program in gerontology 
we are offering on the Virginia Beach campus of 
Tidewater Community College. 

The curriculum is a one-year certificate program, 
entitled "Specialist in Aging." It is geared not only for 
the person who wishes to go into the field of 
gerontology, but also to the individual already working 
in the area. It provides training for jobs such as senior 
center and nursing home aides. 

A wide variety of courses gives the student much of 
the background needed to deliver services to the aging. 
For instance, in Psychology of Aging, students achieve 
an understanding of aging as a continuing human 
process. They study the development of the adult 
personality and the importance of social rules in that 
development. 

In Death and Society, students learn such things as 
how to prepare a will and how to cope with the moral, 
ethical and cultural aspects of death. Other courses on 
aging include Gerontology I and II %pd Activities 
Therapy. Students in the program a^itake related 
subjects such as First Aid, Cardiopulmonary 
Resuscitation, Nutritional Care and Assertiveness' 
Training. 

We also are developing a two-year gerontology 
program. This leads to an associate degree in applied 
science in gerontology. Since we are working in a 
consortium with Norfolk State University, there will 
eventually be a continum of gerontology-related 
programs in the area. They will range from our one- 
and-two-year programs through a masters degree 
program at Norfolk State.

Hk last segment of the 1979 duck hunting season will 
btgta on Monday Dec. 17. and run through Jan. 19. 

The two earlier seasons provided hunters with poor 
shooting. Much of this can be blamed on the warm fall 
weatho' we have bem expoiencing. 

It is great for the (Uel shortage but makes for poor 
duck hunting. You need cold weather to force the ducks 
ai^ geese south to their wintering grounds, plus on 
warm days the ducks that are here won't fly much, 
which makes for a poor hunt. 

Hopefully this portion of the season will see some 
cold, blun^ winter days with plenty of ducks flying. 

GoodfbUiV 

although the warm weathor has made for poor duck 
hunting this fall, it has done its good for fishermen. 

Otis Nelson down at the Northwest River 
Citopgrounds in Chesapeake told me that crappie 
fidienhen had had excellent luck thi&past week. 

Rowland Marshall and W.N. Dean of Chesapeake 
fllled their creels last Tuesday with 45 crappie. 

On Saturday, Jr. Grey and M. Brown of Chesapeake 
showed their skill by bringing back 45 crappie also. 

If you think that they did good, you will love this: 
M.D. Overton of Chesapeake went out t^ himself on 
Sunday and loaded ius boat with 45 crappie. That's alot 
of fishing for one man. 

Also on Sunday Oene Smith and L. Donnelly caught 
25 crappie and R.W. Holderfield Sr. and R.W. 
Holderfield Jr. and Chesapeake caught twelve. 
, With Nags Head just an hour's run from Chesapeake, 
you woujd think that more Chesapeans would be taking 
advantage of the fair weather we have been experiencing 
to a little surf Ashing. 

Damen Tatrai of "Tatem's Tackle Shop" at Nags 
Head told me that the surf is full of blues but only a few 
anglers were fishing. Those that did fish were rewarded 
with excellent catches of blues which weighed anywhere 
from U) to 14 pounds. The blues were hitting on 
Hopkings lures and fireball rigs baited with cut bait. 
Friday, Saturday and, Sunday were the best days all 
week. 

Damen also told me that at Buxton surf fishermen 
had excellent luck on the channel bass (red drum) all d&y 
Friday with the action tapering off around 2 a.m. 
Saturday morning. 

The smallest drum Damen weighed in was 26 lb. and 
the target was 52 lbs. 

In the Chesapnke Bay, tautog fishermen are doing 
well in the area of the man made island of the bridge- 
tunnel. The best bait seems to be crab but I have seen 
them bite on squid also. 

If you should go on one of these warm days we have 
been experiencing, be sure to carry plenty of extra hooks 
and try to use round sinkers. Fishing for togs around the 
rocks can result in alot of snags. 

GaoM notes 

Here are some interesting notes that came in from the 
Game Commission this week. From July 1. 1978 until 
Dec. 5, 1978 there wctc 24 serious hunting accidents, 
three of which were fatal. 

During the same time porfod this year there have been 
25 s«ious accidents, with five fatalities. 

In 1977 and 78 Chesapeake had a fatality each for 
each year, so far this year we have had none. 

To date 4616 citations have been issued across tht 
state for no fishing license. This is a loss of S23 ,000.00 
in revenue that is normally used to stock our rivers and 
lakes. 

The Game Commission does not get the revenue from 
the fines. 

Spotlighting of deer is definitely on the increase. In 
1976 there were 597 arrests for violations, in 1977 there 
wer 583, in 1978 there wer 885 and to date there have 
becn965 for 1979. 

That is nearly 1000 caught this year. You can imagine 
how many deer are slaughtered each year that game 
officials cannot account for. This senseless and 
unsportsmanlike slaughter of deer is cutting down on 
the herds that you and I hunt legally. Help put a stop to 
it.

of NorCo)k and the northwMt portion of Virginia 
Beach. Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr., whose 
c(Histituents live in the area, introduced the resolution. 

Ms, Oberndorf was absent from the meeting and 
Councilman Reid Ervin was absent for the vote. 

The Beach legislative proposals also will contain a 
resolution asking the Assembly to look into voting 
procedures to prevent future voting irregularities like 
the one which occuned on Nov. 6. 

State Sen. Stanley C. Walker said that a great many 
poU workers worked hard in a trying situation to 
accommodate the people who came out to vote." 

He said only 26 International Longshoiremen 
Association (ILA) official guide ballots were used te 
official ballots when the official ballots ran out and 
these were signed. 

Mrs. Oberndorf, who had remained silent throughout 
the meeting, said later, "What about secret elections?" 
She added, Walker didn't tell you about the slips of 
paper handed in as ballots or the ballots from one 
precinct which were missing for two weeks and two 
houn. Names of candidates on some of the make shift 
slips of paper were written in crayon, she said. 

She said she was concerned about democracy. She 
said that where once this country was considered the 
cradle of democracy, "what's happening is we're 
becoming the graveyard of democracy. ' ' 

Mrs. Henley said she voted in favor of the resolution 
because "up until Nov. 6 we had the feeling we did have 
safe and fair elections and certain procedures which 
would keep them that way." Other states have adopted 
procedures to block incidents like the one that occurred 
in Norfolk, she said. 

Councilman Donald Merrick, who also voted for a re- 
election, said that he learned from the registrar that in 
general elections in the future paper ballots equal to the 
number of registered voters in the precinct must be at 
every precinct. For local elections the number of 
available ballots will be determined by the number of 
voters in previous elections. 

Newly elected Democratic Senator William P. Parker 
said that "I can't think ab<Nit their talking about a 
percent situation when you're talking about something 
as cheap as printing ballots." He said ballots sh(Htl$ be 
furnished for every registered voter in every election. 

Fitzpatrick's reodl provision calls for a petition to 
initiate the recall proceedings to be signed by at least 300 
of the electors of the city and contains a statement in not 
more than 200 words on the grounds for recall. 

The legislation is styled after a similar pro(^ure in 
Norfolk. It provides for a tkbII election after 15 percent 
of the voters in the election in which the specified 
council member of members were elected ask for an 
election. 

Council members would be given a year to Krve 
without being subj«;ted to the recall provisioiu. 

All of the city's General As^mbiy representatives 
attended Monday's meeting except for Sen.

The winter hdiday season, he adds, represents 
different things to people in different societies 
throughout the world, but there is a common thread: a 
cessuion in usual activities and work, to provide for 
festivities <rf one kind or another. 

It is a time iac good amradeship and gaiety. f<x 
tlKxe to whom no j<9 occurs, there is disappointment, a 
feeling of "Why am I not having any fun?" 

LooeUness is lil«ly to be fnrticularly painful at this 
time of year if thfre are bad associations wUh previous 
hoUdayi. Forvj iiKiividiaU who is alone, the pr(4)lem is 
heighteiMd. 

Wl»n prcMems heighten, says Dr. Frederick, signs 
of more leiioiu depression may o^ur. Hiese problem 
signs i^ute: 

• Being unusu^ morose and withdrawn, tending to 



isdate him or herself. 

• Showing a marted contrast in his tr her behavior. 

• Feeling hopeless because of a receitt loss, such u a 
job, a child teaving home, death cS a loved one, or a 
brdcen marri^e or frieiMiship. 

• Experiendng trouble sleeping, ^>petite changes, 
and/or loss of ambition or energy. 

• Giving an indication that a suicidal plan has been 
thought out— fff exampk, gives away a prized watdi or 
says, "I really can't take it any nwre." 

M but the last d[ tlMse may be just signs of a 
depression brought on by the holiday season, says Dr. 
Frederick. However, if a penon feels that he or she 
ouinot handle any of these, tl» person should seek 
help. 

When a person is aDuding to sukide, these remarks 
should be taken seriously. SuuMe, Dr. Frederick says, 
b marked by tb« "Tliree Ps": it is perce|Kible, 
predictaMe, a^ ^veMiMe.

'Don't disturb the dunes'

There is no way to stop development in Chesapeake 
Park which will disturb the dunes, city manager George 
L. Hanbury told Virginia Beach City Council Monday 
afternoon. 

When Council turned down an ordinance to purchase 
privately-owned property in the fragile areas earlier in 
the year, it left the area open to development. 
Little choice 

As a result Council had little choice Monday 
afternoon but to approve a conditional use request for a 
dune disturbing activity - in the construction of a duplex 
on a .17 acre lot on the south side of Ocean View 
Avenue. 

Council also granted a variance to the subdivision 
ordinance which will permit the construction on a 7,750 
square foot site as opposed to the minimum lot area 
required in the Comprehensive Zoning Ordinance 
(CZO) of 10,000 square feet. 

Both applications were submitted by Seawall 
Enterprises, a corporation which has purchased 
underlying fees to all the paper streets in Chesapeake 
Parks from the Chesapeake Seashore Corp. 

The lot in question is located on Smith Avenue, one 
of these streets, which was closed for the construction of 
the Chesapeake Bay Bridge Tunnel. 

A subdivision involving a lot platted before the CZO 
and the adjoining Smith Avenue lot does not increase 
the number of building lots but merely changes the 
con figuration . 

Both are non-conforming in that the lot sizes are too 
small to meet zoning requirements, but both, platted 
before the CZO, are buildible lots under a grandfather 
clause. 

Seawall previously received variances for two 
adjoining lots which also are non-conforming. Richard 
Bell, secretary pf Seawall, represented the firm. < 



Henley OD^ts 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley objected that she did 
not like the piecemeal planning and would like a study 
session devoted to Seawall's plans. 

Robert J. Smith, of 5032 Lauderdale Avenue, 
president of the Chesapeake Beach Civic League 
opposed both applications. 

He said the lot was located in the flood plain and that 
the league was against high density development 
involving dune disturbing activities. 

He charged that Seawall was trying to get the zoning 
density of R-9 without going through rezoning 
procedures. He said that the situation does not represent 
an undue hardship for the owner since he just recently 
purchased the property. 

He added that he didn't think Smith Avenue was 
legally owned by Seawall. 

Smith said that Seawall's plans are to build on part of 
the primary dune. 

Within requirements 

City planner Robert Scott said, however, that Seawall 
would be within the requirements of the city's dune 
ordinance which calls for minimizing disturbances. 

Hanbury said that the ordinance is misleading. "Any 
activity will disturb the dunes," he said. "The only way 



toprevent this is to acquire the land. Council decided 
not to buy it. There can be no absolute protection as 
long as the lot is on top of the dune. 

Smith said that when the purchase of the lots in 
Chesapeake Beach came up, the league voiced 
opposition and Council voted by a narrow margin in 
favor. The next week when the vote was reconsidered 
Council changed its vote. 

At that time Councilman Donald Merrick, who 
expressed concern for additional city spending in 
unsettled times, changed his vote to defeat the city's 
purchase of the land. 

Third petition 

On a third Seawall petition, for a change of zoning 
from R-8 Residential District to R-9 Residential 
Townhouse District on two parcels totalling 5.14 acres. 
Bell was denied his request to withdraw the application. 

The property is located on both sides of Northampton 
Boulevard between Lauderdale Avenue and Lookout 
Road around the perimeter of Pleasure House Lake. 

Smith objected to the withdrawal and Council was 
prevented from acting on the petition because a sign 
announcing the rezoning request was not posted on the 
property. The Planning Commission recommended 
denial. 

Attorney James Pickrell questioned Council's need to 
act on the matter since, he said the ownership is in 
question. His client, he said, claims ownership to all the 
property on the west side of Northampton Boulevard. 

The announcement came as news to Bell and Council 
and the item was continued until Jan. 28. 
Other business 

In other Virginia Beach City Council action: 

More leave time 

Virginia Beach city employees will be permitted to 
accumulate a maximum of 42 days in annual leave time 
rather than the present 36 days, under an ordinance 
approved Monday afternoon by City Council. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said that the school 
board permits employees 48 days annual accumulated 
leave time and that the change for city employees will 
bring them more closely in line. 

The ordinance also permits part-time permanent 
employees to accumulat annual leave proportional to 
that earned by full-time personnel and grants 
proportional annual leave to firefighters required to 
work 56 hours per week. 

Hanbury said that the city has no discretionary policy 
for sick pay. The employee is paid for time off if he's 
sick and if he is not sick, he is fired. 

Hanbury said that the city has a low sick leave rate 
and that some employees have been out sick for a year 
or a year and a half and have returned to be a 
productive employee. 

More 'rescue' repairs 

The Office of Emergency Medical Services has been 
allocated a $55,900 appropriation to replace ten rescue 
units. 

After expenencmg defibrillator malfunctions beyond 
the rate considered medically acceptable, the rescue 
squads started to replace equipment but exhausted their 
funds after replacing 18 of the 28 rescue vehicles.

A new "gimmick" promoted to reduce an employer's 
social security tax liability also will reduce the social 
security protection provided to employees. 

Under this plan, an employee's gross pay is reduced 
by the amount of social security taxes he or she would 
pay. Then, the employer pays the employee's share of 
the tax as well as his own. but the tax bill is reduced 
because gross pay is lower. ~- 

The plan "supposedly" does not harm the employee 
because take home pay is not reduced and may be even 
slightly higher than before. 

The problem is that the value of future social security 
protection is reduced. This is because social security 
benefits arc figured from a worker's gross earnings, not 
take home pay. 

When a person applies for retirement or disability 
benefits or when survivors of a deceased worker apply, 
all of the earnings over the working lifetime are 
considered when benefits are figured. 

There is no way of getting around the fact that lower 
earnings will mean lower future benefits than would 
have otherwise been paid.

Regulations change for 
Food Stamp recipients

Food Stamp regulations are being changed Jan. 1, 
1980, to provide increases in maximum cpupoi 
allotments, and increases in diductioAs for certain 
househdds with elderly or disabled members. 

Under the new guidelines, two special deductions 
will be given to households with members who are: 

• 60 years of age or older, or 

• recipients of Supplemental Security Income (SSI) 
benefits, w 

• recipients of Social Security Administration (SSA) 
disability benefits. 

First, these households will be allowed to deduct 
medical and dental expenses that exceed $35 a moith. 
This includes doctor and dentist bills, drug expenses, 
hospitalization premiums and medical transportation 
expenses. 

These persons will have to verify their expenses 
before a deducticHi will be given. Pricx to the January 1 
change, no deducticHis were given for medical 
expenses. 

Second, these househdds will not have a maximum 
Umit set for shelter deductiois. 

Instead, they will be allowed to deduct the amcnint of 
their shelter cost that exceeds 50 percent of the 
househdd's net income. 

Previously, no more than $90 could be deducted for 
shelter costs. 

Any household that wishes to have medical expenses 
used in figuring their food stamp allotment <x that 
wishes their case to be refigured to allow their total 
shelter costs, must report to their local welfare 
department by telephcme, mail <x in perscm. 

These households may have to provide copies of their 
medical bills and Medicare or other insurance 
reimbursements. 

The standard deduction for all househdds is also 
being increased, frcHn $70 to $75, as a result of the 
January 1 changes. 

These deductions are used in determining a 
household's eligibility for the Food Stamp Program. 

Miximum monthly coupon allotments are being 
increased from $2 to $9, depending on the size of the 
househdd. For example, a one person household is 
being increased from $61 to $63, a four person 
household from $204 to $209, and an eight person 
household from $367 to $376. 

At present, nearly 295,000 persons in \^rginia make 
use of the Food Stamp Program. Neariy $9 millicm in 
food stamps are issued to these persons each mcmth.

Whw - the ambrosia of the ages, and now of the aged. 

ItWy be that more and more Beach doctors will be 
ordering wine for their patients 65 and older. Recently 
at one hospital, wine was introduced to help alleviate 
many of the annoying symptoms of old age. 

"Fatigue, sleep disturbances, memory loss, lack of 
energy can be helped by the limited use of wine," says 
one psychologist who studied more than 600 patients 
with an average age of 80. The study was done to 
determine the pJiysical and social effects of wine on the 
health and mutual attitudes of elderly people. The 
results were astounding. 

Men and women who had felt useless and abandoned 
by society, sat around the table for the first time in 
many years, enjoyed the delightful ritual of sipping wine 
with friends. It brought back memories and soon, 
long-buried individual personalities emerged. They 
deyeloped a sense of community and became a group of 
friends together. 

As the experiement expanded to other parts of the 
hospital, it was noted that families began visiting more 
often. Staff members sprat more time with patients that 
were developing their own interesting personalities. 
People began to appreciate «ich other more, and the 
wine ritual brought a sense of youth and togetherness to 
everyone. There i& no pill in the world that could have 
wrought such beautiful results. 

The quanitities of "mood" drugs currently used in 
geriatric hospitals and nursing homes, are extensive. 
They are used to relax or sedate elderly patients. How 
much happier would most patients be with a glass of 
wine, instead of a pill? Excepting, of course, those with 
serious medical problems contraindicting the use of 
wine. 

As far back as t)ibUcal times, wine has been used 
medicinally as well as socially. Have we really 
"progressed" when drugs are used as conveniences? 
Wine may produce better total therapy and lessen the 
need for drugs. 

I have suggested several times to various hospital 
administrators that wine be served before or with, 
dinner to all patients able to have it. Some hospitals, I 
believe are now dorne it. and I afiplaud them for thH'

farsightedness. 

Because many older people have trouble falling into 
deep and restful sleep, some of the debilitating 
characteristics of old age may be due to fatigue, rather 
than actual aging. 

A natural substance called "gaba" was found both in 
wine and in grapes, that is similar to a hormone in the 
body whose action is to help people go to sleep. 

The results of these studies showed that the senior 
citizens who drank some wine slept more soundly, were 
more energetic and felt more refreshed upon 
awakening. Moreover, they gained better control over 
motor functions, had greater self-esteem, better moods 
and improved memories. 

The effects of wine are more gradual and gentle and 
beer or hard liquor and were preferred for the elderly, in 
these studies. 

The basic two kinds of wine, red and white and all of 
the nuances in between, are usually chosen for 
individual taste. Sweet wines contain more sugar than 
dry, and are usually used as dessert wines, rather than 
aperitifs. 

There are no hard and fast rules for wine drinking 
that must be followed without exception. Traditionally, 
white wines are served with fish and fowl, red wines 
with meats and heavier meals, but tradition can be 
ignored, and personal preference substituted. 

Wines of eVery conceivable description are made in 
virtually every country in the world and have been for 
centuries. It is one of the greatest gifts to mankind, and 
used with descretion, it can be a lift and a blessing to the 
aged, as well as the rest of us.

How safe is radioactive iodine?

Q. In view of all of the 
talk by the news media 
about the dangers of 
radioactive iodine at the 
nuclear power plant 
caiaing cancer, / wmtU . 
like more information. 

In 1959, I was given 
radioactive iodine orally 
as a cure for Grave's 
disease and toxic goiter at 
the Veteran's Hospital. 

I recently had a physical 
and blood tests were made 
supposedly for everything. 
There was nothing wrong 
with me according to the 
tests. 

If radioactive iodine in 
the air causes cancer, what 
does drinking it do? Are 
there special tests for 
cancer that the blood tests 
to not reveal? 

There are many people 
who have been given this 
"cure", who are probtdtly 
cs concerned as I. 

A. This is an excellent 
question because it raises 
many of the issues being 
written and talkes^ about 
today and some of what 
we read is very confusing 
especially whoi it comes 
to things that may cause 
cancer. 

The first thing to be 
clear about is that there is 
nothing that is THE cause 
of cancer. It requires at 
least two ingredients, an 
inciting or aggravating 
factor and a living 
organism to grow in. 

The living organism has 
some resistance to the 
development of cancer so 
this resistance has to be 
lowered by some 
imbalance also. We i»n 
say then that there has to 
be an interaction between 
some outside factors and 
variable number of inside 
factors for this disease to 
develop. If the outside 
factors become 

overwhelming, then it may 
allow the cancer to 
develop no matto- how 
strong the inside fKton 
are. 

Thus, a l^alth, strtmg 
person may succumb if 
ex|K»ed to a flu^ive «toe« 
of radiation. This 
haiH>en«i to atomic bmnb 
victims althou^ many of 
them have been suffoii^

malnutrition or other 
disorders as a result of the 
general deprivation and 
stresses of wartime living.

The key factor or at 
least one of the major 
factors is the does of 
radiation that we are 
exposed to. We are all 
bombarded daily by 
cosmic radiation that is 
inherent to our universe.. 
There is nothing we can do 



about that. Some of this 
low-dose radiation may 
even be enough to trigger 
certain cancers in very 
susceptible people. We 
just doo't know^ if •tliis' is 
so but we can't prove that 
it isn't so either. 



What to look for in a vision exam 



There are seven things 
to look for in a visirai 
examination, says Dr. 
George CHllespi^, presi- 
dent of the Virginia Op- 
tometric Association. If 
any are missing, the con- 
sumer is not getting a 
complete examination, al- 
though he or she is pr(^ 
ably paying for one. 

The group of profes- 
sional doctors of optome- 
try stress these seven 
points: . 

1. On your first visit, 
the examination should 
take from 30 to '60 mi- 
nutes. 

2. Your health history 
should be taken before the 
examination begins. Al- 
lergies, diseases such as 
diabetes and high blood 



pressure can affect the 
results of vision tests. So 
can certain prescription 
and non-prescription 
drugs you may be taking. 

3. The exteriw of your 
eyes should be inspected 
fat eye disease • 

4. The interiw of your 
eyes should be examined 
for signs of eye disease or 
certain general health 
problems, such as harden- 
ing of the arteries. 

5. Your ability to see 
sharply and cleariy at near 
and far distances should 
also be tested for near- 
sightedness, farsighted- 
ness, astigmatism or oth- 
er vision problems. 

6. Your eye coordina- 
tion and eye muscle con- 
trd sh(wld be examined to

Q. Last year, I had an 
upper partial denture 
made. It did not fit prop- 
erly from the first fitting. 
The dentist ground off 
some from the side of the 
partial. Since then I have 
made 5 trips to have him 
correct the pinching on 
the left side of my mouth 
which caused a welt that 
you can feel with the 
finger. 

I called the dentist's 
attention to the welt and 
that I was afraid that it 
would cause cancer. His 
reply was that there was 
no fear c^ it becoming 
cancerous and that no 
dental work can be made 
to feel like your natural 
teeth. lam still concerned 
about the welt, I would 
appreciate your advice as 
to what course to pursue. 

A. It is thie that you 
really don't have to worry 
about this causing cancer. 
Many people have indent- 
ations on their inside 
cheek caused by the ad- 
jacent teeth and it does'nt 
cause any real concern. 
This occurs even when 
they have all of their own 
teeth. 

Slight variations in the 
bones underlying the 
gums makes a big differ- 
ence in how dentures fit 
and somed patients have 
lost sane of the bone 
density, making it very 
difficult to have the dent- 
ures fit cwnfortably and 
still do their job. 

If the problem still per- 
sists, though you may 
have to ccmsult another 
dentist to get another 



opinion on whether mart 
can be done in your case. 
Q. I have read about the 
sciatic nerve and it touch- 
es on practically all my 
problems except the foot 
drop. I'm very anxious to 
get more help on this 
problem. What do you 
suggest beyond bed rest? 
What type of exercise and 
how do you know how far 
io s"? 

A. Foot drc^ is the 
name given to the inabil- 
ity to bend the foot up 
toward the leg. In the act 
of walking, as you bring 
the foot up so that the toes 
clear the ground as the 
leg comes forward. In the 
condition of foot drqj the 
nerve which serves the 
muscle that lifts the foot is 
damaged, so that the foot 
hangs down when the leg 
comes forward and the 
toes wyll scrape the 
ground unless the persoi 
raises the whole leg high- 
er. 

This results in a very 
characteristic way of walk- 
ing so that the persOT not 
only swings the leg for- 
ward but lifts it up at the 
same time. Once the foot 
is forward, then the leg is 
allowed to come down and 
the foot strikes the ground 
with the entire sde at 
once instead of rdling 
from the heel forward to 
the toe. 

If the nerve damage 
isn't too severe, the cond- 
ition eventually may cor- 
rect itself and normal 
function resumes. The 



function resumes. Some- 
times however, the dam- 
age is permanent and the 
foot drop requires a brace 
to be worn which will keep 
the foot up at a 90 degree 
angle so it won't drag. 

The most common 
cause of foot drop is 
pressure on the sciatic 
nerve caused by pressure 
fi-OTi a ruptured disc be- 
tween the vertabrae in the 
spinal cdumn. 

During acute phases 
bed rest is important, but 
once the disc pressure is 
relieved, then gentle exer- 
cise and physiotherapy is 
required to restore muscle 
function if it is gdng to be 
possible to recover. 

Acommcm complication 
is loss of motion in the 
ankle jdnt while the nerve 
and muscle are recover- ,. 
ing. It is very important, 
therefore, foe you to keep 
bending the foot up as far 
as it will go up tovrard the 
leg. If the sciatic nerve is 
still sore, you will have to 
bend your knee and per- 
haps even your hip to take 
the stretch off the nerve 
and this all right. 

You just want to be sure 
that you get the fiill bend 
at the ankle. 

If there is any muscle 
action possible, bend the 
foot up with its own 
muscle, but if not, then 
use your hands to bend it 
up or press up against a 
wall while lying on your 
back. 

Once the nerve recov- 
ers, the muscle is bound 
to be weak, so you will 
have to strengthen it with 
exercises. At first, just 
bending it up under its 
own power will be e- 
nough, then later you can 
add small weights to the 
tc^ of the foot or toes and 
practice lifting them up. It 
really isn't likely that you 
can overdo this kind of 
exercise. 
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Massage and whirlpocJ 
OT hydrotherapy will also 
be helpful in overcoming 
this condition. There are 
simple wire hanger braces 
that can be fitted to your 
shoe to help hold the foot 
up is the condition is 
temporary. A physical 
therapist can help with 
other exercises and modes 
of therapy to speed recov- 
ery-

How to avoid Christmas decoration hazards 



Christmas decorati(»s present an entirely new set of 
safety considerations. 

If there is a natural tree, the most important safety 
fkctor is freshness. The higher the mdsture content of 
the tree, the less likely it is to dry out and becwne a 
serious fire hazard. 

Fill the holder with water until the cut line is covered 
and keep the water at this level while the tree is in use. 
Set the tree up a good distance from any heat source. 
EHspose of the tree when the needles begirt to fall off in 
large quantities. This is a sign that it is bectMning 
dangerously dry. 

Metal trees present no fire hazard in themselves. 
However, they can be the source of a serious shock 
hazard if electric lights are attached. Sharp metal edges 
may cut the cord insulaticm; the metal needles might 
touch an electrically charged canponent. Either way, 
the whole tree will become electrically charged, and 
anycMie touching the tree and a grounded object at the 
same time could receive a severe shock. 

The only way to illuminate a^ rnetal tree safely is to 
use colored floodlights placed in different areas of the 
room. Since the floodlights can become quite hot, they 
should be positioned where children cannot come in 
c<mtact with them. 

If you purchase a plastic tree, it should be made of 
fire-resistant materials. This does not mean that the 
tree will not burn, but only that it will not catch fire 
easily. As with natural trees, keep away from heat 
sources. 

Check tree lights and outdoor lights each year. Look 
for frayed wires, loose connecticHis, broken or cracked 
sockets and spots where bare wire is exposed. Any set 
that is damaged should be thrown out or repaired. 
Carefril handling of these products during unpacking, 
decorating and repacking will lessen the chance of 
hazardous damage. 

All lights should be fastened securely to the tree. No 
light bulbs should come into direct contact with the 
needles or branches. Curtains and other flammable 
materials should be kept away from the bulbs. 

Don't overload extension cords; don't put more than 
three sets of lights on any extension cord. Keep the 



connecticm joints away from the water supply of a live 
tree. 

Any outdoor lights should be weatherproof and 
clearly identified as designed for outdoor use. Eton't try 
to use indoor lights for outdoor lighting. Remove 
outdo(»- lighting as soon as the season is over; even 
these lights are not designed to withstand prolonged 
exposure to the elements. 

Finally, though it may provide a sense of nostalgia, 
never use wax candles on or near a tree. This is a very 
serious fire hazard. Any decOTative candles should 
always be kept well away from children and any 
flammable material.

But don't be fooled by 
people who use linseed 
oil. h is lots (rfwak. You 
need to apply a coat once 
a week fa several months 
until you have a nice 



finish built up. 

There are several re- 
cipes fa linseed oil fi- 
nishes. Here, is one: one 
cup of Unseed dl, one-half 
cup of mineral spirits a 
turpentine and a heaping 
tablespoon of Japan drier. 

This is best fa the first 
coat which you put oi 
heavily and leave fa an 
hour a so. 

Then wipe it off and let 
the piece stand fa six or 
seven days. Then add 
weekly applications from 
this recipe: one cup of 
linseed oil, one table- 
spooi of mineral spirits a 
turpentine and one tea- 
spooi of Japan drier.

' Q. A friend of mine 
here in Kempsville tells 
me there is a big dif- 
ference between the in- 
sulating properties qf sin- 
gle- and double-strength 
glass. He says that dou- 
ble-strength glass is far 
more efficient in sto/^ing 
heat loss. 

I find this hard to 
believe, since we have 
double-strength glass in 
all our windows and they 
seem to admit a lot of cold 
during the winter. Is he 
right? — A.M.I. 

A. The resistance of a 
pane of glass to the pas- 
sage of heat is due na so 
much to the glass itself as 
to the air film oi both 
sides. There is almost no 



difference in heat trans- 
mission between single- 
and double-strength glass 
while raising the air tem- 
perature on one side to 
100 degrees above that of 
the aher. With this 100- 
degree variation, there 
was only a two-degree 
difference between the 
actual temperature ai the 
two surfaces. 

Because of its sectioial 
density, glass is not gen- 
erally regarded as an in- 
sulating material. Per- 
haps your friend is coi- 
fused with daible-pane 
windows, often referred to 
as storm windows. There 
is a big insulating dif- 
ference with the double 
panes because of the air 
vacuum in between the 



panes, which does not 
conduct heat as readily. 

Q. Would you please 
tell me if there is anything 
one can do to repair a 
concrete drivewy that is 
badly cracked? Some 
cracks are one-quarter- 
inch wide. We do not want 
to replace the whde drive- 
way if there is another 
method of repair. — 
W.S.J. 

A. Several types of 
concrete crack fillers are 
available, some of which 
come in a cartridge fa use 
in a caulking gun. 

The main problem is to 
clean the crack throughly, 
removing all dirt and 
loose debris. Usually you 
can do this with a stroig 
stream of water fron a 



A realistic look at energy's future

As energy is so 
important in our daily 
lives living in Virginia 
Beach, a conference which 
<■ place recently may 
have a major impact on 
dealing wiih energy 
shortages in the 1980s. 

Sponsored by the 
Energy Daily, an 
authoritative Washington 
based daily newspaper on 
fuels, energy technologies 
and energy policies and 
trends, the conference 
provided former Energy 
Secretary James R. 
Schlestngef 'f'hls' ffrit 
important forum for 
speaking out Since he left 
the administration. 

According to Llewellyn 
King, publisher of the 
Energy ,. Daily, the 
conference was~designed 
to give business and 
industry a realistic look at 
the shape of the coming 
decade and to define the 
problems and 

opportunities the next 10 
years will present. The 
meeting brought a group 
of people together to 
concentrate on the 
problems of life in the 
1980s. Speakers included 
technologists, economists, 
journalists and 

philosophers who 
provided genuine and 
constructive guidance as 
to what can be expected in 
American society and 
business in the decade 
ahead. 

Schlesinger has 
expressed fear for the 
future security of the 
country while it is so 
heavily dependent on 
external sources of energy. 
He feels the severe impact 
on our economy and 
potentially on our political 
and social institutions 
posed by the prospective 



oil stringencies on the 
1980s have not been fully 
recognized. 

With the beginning of 
winter no more than 
several weeks away, you 
might be interested in a 
book by Dr. Owen Phillip 
who is a professor of 
Science and Engineering 
at Johns Hopkins 
University ip Baltimore. 
Ill his The Last Chance 
Energy Book, Dr. Phillips 
states conservation is 
rather prosaic and 
undramatic. 

More than half of the 
$1,000 that the typical 
American home owner 
spends on heating flows 
up and out through the 
ceiling and roof because 
of waste. Six to eight 
inches of insulation above 
the ceiling would probably 
cost a few hundred dollars 
but you will recover the 
investment in a year or 
two, and from that pint, 

two, and from that point, 
you are ahead all the 
way." Adequate ceiling 
insulation can save as 
much as 40 percent of a 
heating bill in a house 
prviously uninsulated, or 
almost $400 each year 
even at present costs. 

"Most older houses and 
many newer onw, even if 
they are insulated, have an 
amount that is inadequate 
for the present, and 
impending balance of 
costs. If you already have 
two to four inches of 
insulation in the roof, 
another four inches will 
save you something like 
$150 a year." 

Professor Phillips notes 
that the insulation of walls 
in an existing house is 
more difficult and more 
expensive, but may very 
well be worthwhile. As for 
stopping warm air leaks

from doors and windows, 
he believes that simple 
weatherstripping and the 
installation of storm 
windows and doors can 
save a home owner 
another $150 a year or so. 
An examination of what 
the typical home owner 
spends indicates that 
about $1 ,000 per year goes 



for heating, $200 for hot 
water, $70 for cooking, 
and $230 for refrigeration. 
If home owners were to 
slash these costs by about 
one-third, and this is 
entirely possible, the 
nation would save the 
equivalent of about a half 
a biilion barrels of oil a 
year.

Recently I masked an 
area I did nor want pain- 
ted and everything seem- 
ed OK. but when I remov- 



ed the tape, it produced 
an irregular edge. What 
am I doing wrong?— Dave 
M. 

A. Chances are that you 
waited too long before 
taking the tape off. The 
tape shoild be remo. ed 
while the paint is still a bit 
tacky. 

Q. We had a new roof 
put on our hatse in Thalia 
two m<mths ago. Since 
then, each time it rains 
there are granules at the 
base of the downspouts. 

Our roofer says this is 
normal. Is it and will it 
stop eventually? — E.M. 

A This seems to be a 
common occurrence. We 
have the same situation 
with our roof, especially 
after a high wind and rain. 
Hopeftilly, it will stop and 
be less evident in .the 
future.

driveways are not owned by individuals, but rather in 
common (x by the developer. 

Ihis allows for more land use without the comparable . 
land cost to Aie homeowner. 

Land lease is tiot in use anywhere in the state of 
Virginia at the present time, says the V.A., but there is 
considerable interest in a number of areas. 

According to Otto I^parazzo, creato' of a land-lease 
subdivision in Connecticut, the arrangement works. 
The banlc agreed to give buyers a credit of $7000 to - 
$10,000 toward a mortgage based on the value of the 
land. 

"Ihe buyer would put in $5000 and in theory he 
would have $15,000 down on, say, a $40,000 house," if 
says Paparazzo. "Wi lil» having a third down— he 
could get a better mortgage at that point." 

After his models qiened, Paparazzo had prospective 
buyers flocking to buy one of the 210 houses in his 
development. He thinks land-lease will be a majo* 
trend in the ftiture. "It has to happen," he says, 
"because we have to find ways of putting houses back, 
into the marketplace." 

As the industry explores different methods of making 
homeownership more affordable to a large percentage 
of the population, experts are still quick to pdnt out the : 
unwisdom (rf waiting. 

Ifousing costs are still outstripping any possible gain 
to be ihade by waiting for interest rates to drq) ot iac 
new creative methods of financing to be made 
available.

Locals go spearfishing in Chesapeake Bay 



By ED LEWIS 

Many times I have fished the islands of the 
Oiesapeakc Bay Bridge-Tunnel for tautog and come 
back empty-handed. 

It would seem like, one day you could catch them, 
then the next day the schod was gone and you would 
draw a big zero. 1 couldn't imagine where they were 
going though because their normal habitate was around 
obstructions in the water. 

Well, last Tuesday 1 finally found out what was going 
m with those elusi^« tautogs. 

Don Zelgler calls 
Mffliday evening Don Zeigler called me and asked if I 
would like to do a little winter-time spear fishing 
around the Chesapeake Bay Bridge Tunnel. 

He informed me that he and Glen McDonald were 
planning to depart from Lynnhaven at 9 o'clock aboard 
the fishing boat "Star Ship" with Captain Jimmy Kolb 
of Chesapeake, and that I was more than welcome to 
come along. 

At 9 o'clock Tuesday morning we were underway, 
and for December the weather was beautiful. There 
was no wind and the bay was like glass. 

The "Star Ship" was capable of doing around 35 
knots and Jimmy Uiok fiill advantage of its speed. 
Third island wrick 
Our destination was a small wreck in the vicinity of 
the third island and we were anchored over it by 10:30 
a.m. 

Although the weather was perfect for this time of 
year, the water was cdd*and the visibility poor. We 
would be lucky if we could see five feet. 

Being the more experienced diver, I decided to go 
down first and see if we were over the wreck and to 
check on the bottom current and visibility. 

As I descended dofwn the anchw line I began to 
wonder what I was doing here. 

The visibility was around five feet thus making my 
descent to the wreck 45 feet below seem like an 
eternity. 

Finally I was there. Jimmy had put us right on top of 
the wreck, and after my eyes adjusted to the dim light I 
soon realized that I wasn't alone. 

Within my five foot range there must have been 15 to 
20 tautog curiously peering at this 220 pound creature 
that had invaded their donain. I then knew why I was 
there and was glad. 

"Took a shot' 
Although, we had decided that we were after the 
larger togs, 1 couldn't pass up a shot at a three 
pounder, just in case they were all gone when Glen and 
Don came down. 

h had been over two years since I had been spear 
ri!>hing but I hadn't lost the touch. I hit the tog right 
behind the gills and then headed for the surface to show 
off my fish. 

It didn't taltt wwds to get Glenn and Don in the 
water only the prize !had in my hand. By noon we were 
out of air and decided that the weather was too good to 
pass up. 

So we headed for Lynnhaven where we would get our 
tanks filled and then returned to do some more spear 
fishing. 

Back for more 
. By Z:30 we were back on the wreck but this time we 
weren't alone. 

There was another boat there surface fishing for 
tautog. Out of courtesy, Jimmy asked if they were 
having any luck and the answer was no. 

Jimmy then asked if they cared if we went down to 
see if there were any fish there and they were more 
than willing to find out, because they hadn't had a bite. 
As I descended backdown. the anchor line, I had my 
doubts as to whether J would see any more fish. The 
fisherman in the otherboat weren't having any luck so I 
figured that the tQgs left while we made the run to 
Lynnhaven. 

Once I was on rhe biiattorn 1 realized that I had been 
worrying for nothings there were more togs this time 
than there had been on the earlier trip. 

1 then decided fiHook- fdf the lines of one of the 
fisherman in the other boat to^sce how it looked on the 
bottom. 

It wasn't lOTig befdse I bumped mto one of the lines 
and was nearly hooked when the fisherman mistook my 
moving the line for a strike. 

1 was amazed at how hard it was to see the 
monofilament line in the water, it blended right in. 



The fisherman were using crab for bait, which is a 
favorite of the tog but they just wouldn't eat. 

The only thing I can figure is that they were either 
waiting f(»- a particular time of the tide or that they had 
fed earlier. 

I felt a little sorry for the fisherman in the boat so I 
gave him a few tugs on his line to give him hope and 
then swam off to search for the larger and smaner tog. 

The togs in the two and three pound class will swim 
right up to you, buf the larger togs were a little smarter 
and you would only get a quick glimce of them and then 
they were gate, you really had to be quick to get one of 
them. 

I have had people say to me that spearing ilsh didn't 
sound very sporting and that h was a little unfair.

Well that is a lot of baloney. 

When you are 4S feet down in murl^ and cold water 
and then take the time to seek out • ttnipty sine fish in 
his own element, you have to be a sporunuui. 

Then after you spear a 10 to twelve pound fish the Ain 
really begins, they can g i\w you a real fight before can ' 
get them to the boot.

After we had been in the water for about an hour and a 
half, the current started to get wone. U was to the point 
where you had to hapg on, and it was kiddng up a lot of 
loose sand and cutting down our Visilrility to about two 
foot so we decided to call it a day. Our final kill wis 
about two hundred pounds. 

We could have killed a lot more if we had wanted to 
shoot the smaller fish but they were loo easy. 



Advice 

Although I d(»i't know for suie why the tc^s wiU bhe 
one day and then ignore your bait the next, I did leim; 
that they are still there and in large numbers. 

Also it is a known fact anung tautog fisherman that; 
you can get a lot of snags and loose a lot of rigs la tine 
rocks and wreckage. 



Well, while I was watching the togs I noticed that 
they were swimming two to three feet over the wr^cli 
and the bait most of the time was lying in crevices aati 
was difficult for the togs to get to. 

If the bait wiu held one to two foot df -he wreck or 
rocks it would be easier for the togs to see it and you 
would be less likely to get a snag.

City Council Monday afternoon appropriated funds 
for the remaining ten units. 

Council unites against recall 
Virginia Beach City Council is on record as opposing 
a recall provision proposed by State Senator Joseph 
Fitzpatrick but has endorsed another one in its place. 

The most important differences between the two 
proposed Charter additions are: 

Council would include every elected public official of 
the Commonwealth or of any county, city and town 
whereas the Fitzpatrick proposal provided only for the 
recall, or removal from office, of Council members. 

Council favors recall action initiated by a greater 
number of voters - 20 percent of the number of persons 
voting in each Congressional district in the last 
gubernatorial election, while the Fitzpatrick amendment 
requires a petition of 300 voters to start the proceedings. 
The Council version calls for establishing grounds for 
recall while explicit grounds are not specified in the 
Fitzpatrick bill. 

Accordingly, Council Monday afternoon endorsed, 
with minor changes, an amendment proposed by 
Senators Canada, Miller and Good and Delegate 
McClanan in the 1979 General Assembly. At the same 
time it unanimously opposed the Fitzpatrick proposal. 

The Recall provision was added as the last of 25 
Virginia Beach Legislative proposals which will be 
presented to the General Assembly for consideration. 

Fitzpatrick, in a surprise move last week, presented 
his recall proposal toward the end of a meeting of 
Council and representatives to the General Assembly 
when the Beach legislative package was offered to the 
legislators. 

Fitzpatrick then indicated that he would introduce the 
charter change on recall for Virginia Beach in the 
General Assembly. 

Council members apparently were united in their 
opposition to the Fitzpatrick bill, mostly for singling 
out Council members. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley subsequently wrote a 
letter to Council critical of the three major areas in the 
Fitzpatrick recall proposal, and presented the counter 
proposals which are included in the Canada bill. 

She said that the lack of explicit grounds for recall 
leaves recall open to use simply because of 
dissatisfaction with a Council member's vote on a single 
issue. 

The number of petitioners necessary to begin recall 
proceedings is too low, she said, against paving the way 
for Council members to be faced with writing "a 
defensive statement not exceeding 200 words." 

The proposed charter change, she said, singles out the 
City Council of Virginia Beach for possible recall 
without like recall procedures being established for all 
other elected officials in the state and localities. 

On another proposal, to increase state funding for 
local highway maintenance, a proposal to delete a 
portion which recommends converting the gasoline tax 
to a percentage of the retail sales price rather than a 
fixed amount per gallon failed by a vote of 7-4. 



Councilman Donald Merrick said the Governor had 
already indicated that he was not in favor of the 
percentage and that the city's recommendation should 
be merely to increase highway maintenance payments to 
localities to cover the actual cost of maintenance and to 
let the Assembly decide how. 

Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf pointed out that 
the city does not have sufficient public transportation 
system and a higher gasoUne tax will again hit the 
consumers who have to use cars to get to work. 

Vise Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr., said that the people 
who use the roads would be paying for them. 

Couqcilman Clarence Holland said the people would 
welcome any way they could to get more roads. 

Councilman Reid Ervin said "There may be a better 
plan, but I don't think there is a better plan." He said 
that the city is taking the most realistic approach. 
Merrick's motion lost. It was supported by Councilmen 
George R. Ferrell and Merrick and Councilwomen 
Oberndorf and Henley. 

Also included in the package was one item not 
discussed previously. The General Assembly is being 
asked to appropriate $100,000 a year for the Pendleton 
Child Service Center. 

Council also discussed the merits of having the 
Wetlands Board take over major development decisions 
now made by Council as proposed under the Coastal 
Zone Management Act. 

Council deferred a decision on the matter until 
January. 

Some Council members supported the Wetlands 
Board take-over but only if menjbers' background 
guaranteed some expertise. 

Princess Anne borrow pit 
A conditional use permit for a borrow pit in Princess 
Anne Borough was approved Monday afternoon by 
Virginia Beach City Council with the understanding that 
the owner would agree that no residential building will 
take place for at least ten years. 

The applicant, Capricorn Association, a limited 
partnership in Virginia, also agreed that during the five 
years of the permit, excavation would be restricted to a 
wooded area. 

The permit runs for five years and would have to be 
renewed at that time. 

The pit will be located on a 102.% acre parcel on the 
west side of Princess Anne Road south of Sandbridge 
Road. 

James Pickrell, attorney for Capricorn, said that the 
material is needed for use in Virginia Beach, and that if 
the property, which is zoned residential, can be 
developed into 300 homes which may be less desireable 
in the agricultural area. 

The owner will also give the city easements to use the 
pit as a storage area for city water, Pickrell said. 

Eventually, the 350-foot buffer around the pit could 
be developed. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley said she was 
concerned about the traffic and drainage. 

Pickrell said the traffic would be less than would be 
generated by commercial or residential use. 



Lionel Hancock, attorney for the opposition, asked 
for a deferral of 60 days to study the effect the pit would 
have on the water table. f 

He said there were already four pits in the Princesil 
Anne Borough. The area is "saturated with borrow; 
pits," he said. ;J 

Councilman J. Curtis Payne Jr., said that all borrow 
pits are checked and that there has been no problent 
with the water table. :' 

Councilman John A. Baum said that the regulations: 
should take care of the objections. '; 

Councilman Reid Ervin pointed out that a bond of 
$500 an .acre required of the operator is inadequate t(^ 
restore the land. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said that he wa^ 
planning to bring to Council a change in the ordinance 
which would increase the bond requirement. 

Johnny Harley, of 2773 Seaboard Road, said that he 
owned property north and south of the Guner pit and 
that he was concerned about the truck traffic. He said 
that there have been some problems with drainage from 
the Gunter pit. 

It was pointed out that the Gunter pit was started in 
1938 when the regulations were less stringent. 

Councilman John A. Baum said he felt thai 
premature development of the property would harm the 
neighborhood more. Also, he said, the lake which 
would be formed from the borrow pit would attract a 
more expensive development. 

Joel Burroughs of Seaboard Road, said that the wm^ 
from the pit will flow through his ditch. 

Hanbury said that the ordinance requires that if there 
is an increase in the drainage, the appUcant will have to 
acquire drainage easements over private property, to an 
adequate outfall. 

Baum said the run-off would be greater with houses. 

The Planning Commission and the Planning 
Department- recommending approval of the appUcation 
which was approved by council by a vote of 9-2. 

Voting against the permit were Councilwomen 
Henley and Meyera Oberndorf.

Long and short form 
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100^000 beach residents 
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file for IRS tax returns 



RICHMOND— An estimated 100,000 Virginia Beach 
residents arc expected to flie 1040 or 1040A Federal 
income tax returns for 1979 according to the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Several changes in the tax laws are in effect for the 
first time for individuals filing 1979 returns. 
Nevertheless, both the long Form 1040 return and the 
short Form 1040A remain essentially the same as last 
year. Taxpayers c'an expect no surprises when they 
receive their tax packages in the mail sometime after 
Christmas, the IRS said. 

The IRS outlined the major tax law revisions that 
initially affected individuals during 1979. 

Now called the zero bracket amount, the old standard 
deduction has increased $200 to $3,400 for married 
couples filing a joint return, gone up $100 to $2,300 on 
single and head-of-household returns and has been 
raised to $1 .700 — up $100 — for married persons filing 
separately. 

Tax rates are lowered in most low-income brackets 
and raised in some higher ones. The number of tax 
brackets is reduced from 25 to IS for married couples 
filing jointly and from 23 to 16 for single persons, while 
the brackets themselves have been widened 
considerably. 

The personal exemption for a taxpayer, spouse and 
each dependent goes from $750 to $1,000. No longer in 
effect is the general tax credit which was $35 per 
exemption or up to a $180 maximum at two percent of 
taxable income. 

The requirements for filing a return have risen to 
53,300 or more for a single person and head of 
household (up $350), to $5,400 or more for a married 
couple filing jointly if both are under age 65 (up $700)', 
and 57.400 or more for aroarri«l couple filing jointly if 
both are over age 65 (up $1 ,200). 

The itemized deductions for gasoline taxes and for 
political contributions has ended. However, the tax 
credit allowed for political contributions has been 
doubled to half the contribution up to a credit of $50 for 
.single taxpayers and $100 on a joint return. 

The allowable deduction for busings mileage for the 
first 15.000 miles has been increased to 18 1/2 cents per 
mile. Deductions for moving and charitable driving 
mileage are up to eight cents per mile. 

The IRS also reminds taxpayers that the credits for 
making their residences more energy efficient (up to a 
maximum of $300) and for the installation of dexices 
lousing such renewable energ>' sources as sun and wind 
(up to a maximum of $2,200) remain very much in 
effect. 

Tax assistance to Beach resKienti. which includes 
ordering forms an* any of the nearly 100 free 
publications, is as close as an indi\iduars telephone, the 
IRS says. In an effort to keep ilw regular assistance lines 
open for tax questions, state-wide toll-free telephone

Modeled after Japanese mns (tf yesterday, the Door 
is sujmmely uncluttered, quiet, and unobtrusively 
elegant. Designed with zenlike perfection, the total 
picture is ahnost monastic. Ohe expecu to cttcb a 
glimpse ai Buddhist monb meditating aniong the 
award-winning gardens. 

Founded by Deborah Szekely, the Door was designed 
for people who work hard and have trouble slowing 
down. She wanted to ehlp them adiieve baUuioe._^e 
says, "Ihe French phrase 'reenter pour mieux sauter' 
comes the dosest to expressing the essence of the 
Golden Door: to draw back in order to ou^eb a better 
leap forward." 

Szekely incorponted a non-stop i»-ogram (rf mas- 
sages, herbal wraps and facials (the ratio of employees 
to guests is 3 to 1), yet guests earn that pleastire with 
good hard work. BaUnce. 

Every day begins with a 6 a.m. hike in the 
surrounding mouittains. Iben each woman has 
breakout idfiiie in her room while coptemidating the 
morning sunshine. Warm-ups fdlow and then several 
hours of vigorous exerdse. Ihe afternoon is spent 
playing pool voUej^all or in dance classes. Evenhig 
begins with a popiUar "Stretch and Relax" class whidi 
changes moods from athletic to peaceful. 

Each rehudng break from exercise is carried out with 
attention to detail. For example, during fiuials, oiled 
hands and feet nestle cozily in warm mits. b addition, 
eyehuhes are tinted, eyebrows are lifked, nails are 
manicured and a slippery avocado oil is lathered on hair 
and left fbr 24 hours. 

The body is treated internally with lots of water, 
fresh juice and pure simple food grown on the property. 
Low-calorie cuisine is beautiftilly prepared by chef 
Michel Stroot who knows that visually stimulating food 
makes less seem like more. Guesu dine on many small, 
individually served oounes and are encouraged to eat 



slowly. Elegant Japanese china and place settings are 
changed at every meal. 

Even though the Door does not put maximum stress 
on losing weight, the guests seem to. their convena- 
tions concern children, husbands and WEIGHT LOST. 
Every disappearing ounce is duly noted and happily 
dismissed. So determiMd are Some vramen to lose that 
they consume a mere 500 calories a day. However, most 
dioose the 700 or 900 calorie diets. (The delidous 
Gdden Door redpes are available in Sakely's book, 
"Secrets of the Golden Door" bv Bantam.) 

Fitmss Director Chris Silkwood cares more about the 
exercise habhs women form, rather than how mudi 
weight they lose in just one week. "We're more 
concerned with teaching movement— how NOT to take 
the simplest route. We break movemem down. You 
might say we teach the movement of movement," 

The Door's day-to-day directorship falls under the 
guidance of Annharriet Buck, a brilliant young woman 
gifted with organizational ability, an ease in speaking to 
large groups and a capacity to produce whatever a 
guest needs. 

"I know these women work hard," she says. "They 
don't have the energy to cope with little things. There's 
a powerful impact from seeing yourself without your 
normal trappings, without your makeup or hair fixed. 
So we look after everything." 

And indeed they do. Even clothing is provided. 
Women dine casually in lode-alike kimonos or robes. 
Most of them comment that the relaxed air of the Door 
is one of its real pleasures. 

What other reasons bring them here? Because 
they've reached their burnout point in work and want 
sditude without loneliness. Or because a husband gave 
the week as "a dream of a lifetime." A few come every 
six months and consider it a terrific life insurance 
pdicy.

Under a new Virginia Employment Commission 
program, Virginia Beach businesses can get federal 
funds to train ectmomioUly disadvanta^ workers for 
jol» in the private labor force. 

William F. Dillon, VEC assodate commissioner for 
CETA, announced the funding available for fiscal year 
1980 at the December meeting of the Private Industry 
C(nincil (PIC) which serves Virginia's Balance-of-State 
region for the Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA). 

The Private Sector Initiative Program of the 1978 
CETA taw was designed to get private employers 
• involved in developing and conducting programs to 
train people for. or place them in, private sector jobs. 

CETA prganizatioB 

Virginia's Balance-of-State CETA organization 
serves employers and workers in all areas of the 
Commonwealth not covered by another prime sponsor. 
Nine Vii^inia metropolitan areas administer their own 
CETA programs. 

Governor John Dalton, who is responsible for the 
Balance-of-State program in Virginia, has appointed the 
VEC as his CETA administrator., Baiance-of-State 
Virginia efforts are carried out by a special state-wide 
VEC/CETA staff. 

Private Industry Coundl Chairman Jim Rwser. 
personnel director for American Furniture C(mi|»ny of 
Martinsville, said that several Virginia companies are 
eager to negotiate contracts for pilot private sector 
projects. 

Dillon has requested the PIC's aid in developing a 
pilot system to test more effec^ve and ef^ent ways to 
handle CETA contracts. 



Dillon and PIC members agree that many past 
complaints about CETA, especially from private 
employers, have related to delays, cumbersome 
paperwork, and other administrative burdens that have 
turned many employers against CETA-funded training 
programs. 

One of the goals of the PIC is to develop alternate 
CETA program planning and contracting procedures so 
that private employers may more easily take full 
advantage of this means of putting more people to work 
in non-government jobs.

The Federal Ti-ade Commission (FTC) is damping 
down hard on consumer ripofb invdving real estate 
sales. 

CMd-time "land schemes" are a special target of FTC 
investigatcM-s. These schemes are prevalent today, as 
they were decades ago, preying on unwary and careless 
buyers. 

One company. Horizon Corp., perpetrated a "vidous 
consumer fraud," ^propriating millions of dollars 
from thousands of unsuspecting consiuners fbr virttudly 
worthless desert land, according to FTC administrative 
law judge Ernest Barnes. 

The company used a deceptive and high-pressure 
sales scheme to sell — hundreds of thousands of acres 
of undeveloped land in Arizona, Texas and New 
Mexico. 

At one time, the company had some 67 sales offices 
throughout the country. In a five-year period, sales of 
undeveloped land totaled $369,740,000. 

The judge ordered the company to stop its unfeir 
practices. He also recommended that the FTC ask the 
federal court to order refunds to consumers. 

The lesson to be learned here is "buyer beware." 
See and thoroughly investigate any property before you 
sign on the dotted line to acquire it. 

The FTC is also hot on another type of problem — 
warranty service on mobile homes. 

"Ihe FTC should adopt a rule to remedy nagging 
problems with warranty service in the mobile home 
industry," said FTC presiding officer Raymond Rhine. 

"Consumer benefits from such a rule would fer 
outweigh any projected cost increases," he stressed. 

Warranty service is impeded by lax arrangements 
between mobile home manufiurturers and dealers for 
determining where responsibility for warranty repairs 
lies, the officer pdnted out. 

He also found that many manufacturers use 
inadequate means to select and monitor dealers. They 
pay more attention to the dealers' sales ability than to 
their service capabilities. 

In a number of cases, manufacturers apparently do 
not have sufficient equipment, materials and service 
personnel to respond to and fully service requests, the 
FTC officer noted. 

"Given these problems, which are not disclosed to 
omsumers, a substantial niunber of mobile hooK 
ManufiEtcturers do not have a reasonablrbasis to believe 
they can effectively perform their warranty obligations

Another lesson: Check the warranty agreements and 
performance record of a mobile home's manufiKturer 
and dealer before you seriously consider buying the 
unit.

A. A proposed bill (3.246) would allow a taxpayer to 
deduct a portion of interest income from federal income 
taxes. Ihe bill would exclude from gross income the 
first SSOO in interest income by a single taxpayer — 
$1,000 fior taxpayers filing a joint return. 

The bill, if and when passed, would increase the flow 
of capital to lending mstitutions and provide a more 
stable source of funds for home financing and 
construction, according to numy real estate industry 
leaders.

A. Yes. New Jersey now has a state-mandated new 
home warranty program. Other states will probably 
develop similar home warranty requirements in the 
future, for both new and previously owned homes.

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While accounting for less than 10 percent of the total 
residential starts in Virginia Beach last year, condo- 
\ miniums still represent a significant portion of the 
annual addition to the city's housing supply. 

The Beach's high land prices combined with a resort 
and retirement life-style suggest that this type of 
housing will become much m<M-e prevalent in the 
future. 

Caa be less expensive 

If jwi've considered giving up your lawn mower and 
leaf rake to enjoy maintenance-free living in a 
ccMidominium, there are additional factors to consider. 

Cmdominiums can be less expensive to purchase 
than a single family house but the rate of appreciation 
has traditionally not been as great althouth the gap is 
closing. 

A recent HUD study noted that sotic of the most 
widespread problems with multi-family ownership 
living revolve around the problems of communal living. 

Both traditional renters and traditional single family 
hone^wners are often unprepared for high-density 
living. 

Set of rules 

Condoninium developments are run by a set of rules 
set by the majwity of owners through their owners 
association w elected board members. 

That means if the association says all doors must be 
yellow or the dues for the tennis courts must be raised, 
then all owners must comply. 

One of the biggest baies of contention in condcmii- 
niums around the country, incidentally, is whether pets 
should be banned or allowed. 

Michael Sumichrast and Raiald Shafer, in their 
book. Tlie Complete Book of Home Baying, suggest 
that prospective buyers take certain precautions when 
shc^ping f(M- a coidominium. 

PlrecaDtions 
Check the Construction: Particularly check out the 
soundproofing. If you cannot check the construction 
quality yourself, find a home inspector that can. 

If^ou^ are caisidering a caido that has been 
caiverted fr«n a rental unit, you should be able to get 
an engineering report on the conditiwi of the entire 
proje. t. 

Checking the constructiai of all the facilities is 
impOTtant because you will share in the responsibility 
for all of them. Make sure the owners association has 
replacement reserves sufRcient to cover "one time" 

expenses, perhai»iato^pwcrnti3fthe"tota! annual 
assessment.

Look fOT amenities ah-eady constructed and be wary 
of tennis courts or pods that are "{banned" for some 
future time. 

Find Out About Maintenance Fees: Make sure you 
know what the current maintenance charge is, and be 
aware of the fad that an unrealistically low charge can 
be a problem not a benefit. 

Watch out too for "low-balling", a procedure 
whereby the seller makes a low estimate as a sales tool 
to help him attract buyers. 

Make Sure You Know Who Owns What: Does the 
builder or developer retain ownership of the recrea- 
tional facilities and lease them back to the owners? This 
can be risky for the owner. 

Safeguard Your Deposit: Make sure your deposit is 
placed in a separate escrow account. 

Check to see if there is a pre-sale agreement with the 
financial institution which would act to prevent the 
builder fron "closing" on your unit until a specific 
number of condominiums have been sdd or reserved. 
Check those Condo Documents: You should receive 
and check the Master Deed, also called the Declaration, 
the By-Laws of the unit owners association, and the 
Condominium Unit Sales Contract. 

Also important are the Management Contract and 
the Covenants and Restrictions. 
Undentandlng 
Make sure you understand what you are getting into 
before you sign a condo-purchase contract. Don't sign a 
subscription and purchase agreement until you have 
received and read a copy of the Eteclaration By-Laws, 
Operating Budget Agreement and Regulatory Agree- 
ment.

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January 3 important 
for many local residents

The third of the month is an important date for more 
than one in every seven Americans. It's "payday" for 
the millions of people young an^ old who get those 
familiar green social security checks. 

The third of January 1980 is another one of those 
regular paydays but it is a milestone as well. It marks the 
completion of four decades of monthly social security 
payments. Some $875 billion has been paid to workers 
and their families during the past 40 years. 

Today, more than 35 million people receive over $8.3 
billion a month in benefits. Social security payments, 
which make up roughly one-fourth of all Federal 
apenditures, have a tremendous impact on the lives of 
people and on the economy. Much of the money is soon 
returned to the economy by those receiving it. 

Beneficiaries are of all ages and backgrounds. Only 
slightly more than half of them are retired workers. 
About 5 million of them are children, including some 
who are grandchildren and even great-grandchildren of 
rarly social security beneficiaries. At the other end of 
the age spectrum, there are about 12,000 retirees who 
are 100 or older. There are also close to 3 million 
(tabled workers. 

Social security has expanded significantly over the 
years. When President Franklin D. Roosevelt signed the 
Social Security Act in 1935, he called it a "cornerstone 
in a structure which is being built but is by no means 
complete". 

By the time the first monthly benefits were payable in 
1940, social security was no longer just an old-age 
program. Legislation in 1939 had added payments to 
certain dependents and survivors of insured workers. 

Coverage was initially limited to workers in 
commerce and industry. 

By the end of the 1950's, most employed and self- 
employed people were covered, too. 

Disability protection was added in 1954 and now pays 
benefits to workers who are unable to work a year or 
more because of a mental or physical disability. People 
who become disabled before 22 can get payments based 
on a parent's work record. Medicare was added in 1965 
and today helps most people 65 or older, as well as 
many disabled beneficiaries, pay costly medical bills. 

The amount a working beneficiary can earn aiid still 
receive benefits has been increased many times over the 
years. 

Perhaps the most valuable feature of the present 
social security program is that benefits increase 
automatically to keep pace with the rising cost of living. 



In fact, cumulative cost-of-living increases for the past S 
years total 42.4 percent. 

Monthly benefits now average $482 for a retired 
worker and spouse (both 65), $639 for a disabled worker 
and 2 or more dependents; and $674 for a widow«l 
mother with children. The fact that social security 
benefits are tax-free add to their value. 

As wages rise in future years, the amount of earnings 
that count for social security will go up, too. Since the 
amount of the benefits depends on covered earning.* 
over a working lifetime, it is importiUit that this taxable 
base ($25,900 for 1980) be kept up to date. A largCT 
wage base means higher income workers pay more in 
social security taxes now, but they also are assured of 
larger benefit checks later.

The holidays are over and tomorrow, the winter 
begins at the Virginia Beach Campus of Tidewater 
CcHnmunity College. 

As the students gather to begin a new quarter, I 
thought it would be interesting to try to draw yoM a 
profile of the TCC student. 

The mission of the community cdlege is to provide an 
educational opportunity fw all citizens through an 
open-door policy. Because of this poUcy, we have 
students of all ages, from a variety of backgrounds, 
involved in a multitude of educational pursuiu. 

Perhaps the only factor all TCC students have in 
common is that they live off campus. There are no 
dormitories, of course, in the community college. But 
apart from the common demoninator, the TCC student 
may fall into any number of categories. 

Average ate to 30 

Unlike the traditional college student, TCC student's 
average age is 30, which must give you a hint that 
"grown-ups" are using the community college. 

These grown-ups include the woman whose children 
have left home and who now wishes to pursue her 
education; the man or woman involved in a career 
change which requires re-education; the military veteran 
entering civilian life; the adult taking a special-interest 
or enrichment course; the police officer or fire fighter 
enrolled in professional training programs; or the 
retired senior citizen attending college for his or her own 
satisfaction. 

Attending the community college is like living in a 
neighborhood where there are people of all ages. For the 
adult contemplating college work, it is reassuring to 
know that he or she would not be conspicuous. 

Statistics show us that the TCC student body is 
divided almost equally by sex. The number of women 
has surpassed fifty percent, accounting for 53.3 percent 
of the students. The racial mix includes students of 
almost all minority groups. The comprise 21.7 percent 
of the student body. 

A description of the TCC student would not be 
complete without some mention of the variety of 
attendance patterns used by TCC students to make 
college a part of their busy lives.

For police and fire science students whose work 
schedule varies from week to week, we even offer 
special "flip-flop" courses, designed to meet mornings 
and evening with students attending which ever class fits 
their schedule each week. 

It is not unusual at TCC for students to drop out fw a 
quarter periodically, depending on their other 
commitments.

Open-door policy

Beach residents recently learned that the Virginia 
Museum Board of Trustees has accepted extensive 
pledges of art and gallery-construction funds fr<mi long- 
time benefactors, Mr. and Mrs. Paul Mellon of 
Upperville, and Sydney and Frances Lewis of 
Richmond. Museum President Edwin Hyde announced 
today. 

The Mellon pledge, comprising 100 or more oil 
paintings and approximately 100 watercolors and 
drawings, wilt rank the Virginia Museum's 
Impressionist and Post-Impressionist collection 
"among the finest in the United States," said Museum 
Director Dr. R, Peter Mooz. 

The Lewis pledge, the largest ever in the Muslim's 
43-yair history, includes 1500 separate itnns spanning 
three artistic epochs — Art Nouveau, Art Deco and 
contemporary art. 

The addition of the Lewis holdings will make the 
Museum's Art Nouveau collection "undoubtedly the 
most comprehensive and important" in the United 
States, Mooz said. 

The Lewis Art Deco collection is also "probably the 
finest in the country and contains some of the 
acknowledged masterpieces," Mooz emphasized, and 
he said the stylistic range of the 900 or so contemporary 
works is "enormous." 

The Lewis and Mellon pledges mark "one of the most 
dramatic transformations for a museum in many 
years," Mooz said. 

"The strengthening of our present collections with 
these works represents a move of national and 
international consequence. This will bring to Virginia 
and to the South a di^nction formerly reserved for 
New York, Chicago and San Francisco," Mooz added. 
Additioaal gallery constroction 
The Museum's Board of Trustees also announced 
plans for an addition to the Museum building, funded in 
part by the Lewises and the Mellons. to house the two 
collections in separate areas. Tentative proposals call 
for the 64,000 square foot addition to be located west of 
the center of the Museum. \ 

The Lewises have agreed to contribute $4 million and 
the Mellons will give $2.22A^ini)lion towards the 
estimated $10 million construction cost. 

In addition, the Museum Board requested the 
Virginia Museum Foundation to plan and implement a 
major fund-raising drive aimed at strengthening the 
Museum's endowment. No goal was announced, 
however. 

MeBon AssocfaitloB lengthy 
Paul Mellon, acknpwlec^ed today,.as miiB^^,'^ 
world's foremost art'collectors, is the son oif Pittsburgh 
financier and U.S. Treasury Secretary Andrew Mellon, 
who built Washington's National Gallery of Art and 
gave his own collection of Old Masters as a gift to the 
nation. Paul Mellon, his sister Ailsa, and the Andrew 
W. Mellon Foundation had funded construction of the 
East Building of the I<^tional Gallery, which opetied 
last June. 
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Paul Mellon's association with the Virginia Museum 
b^an in 1940 when he was first appointed to the 
Museum's Board of Trustees, a position he held at 
various times until this year. 

Mellon's Old Dominion Foundation funded 
construction of the Virginia Museum Theatre Wing in 
1952. 

Mr. and Mrs. Mellon began lending works to the 
Virginia Museum 20 years ago for the I960 exhibition 
"Sports and the Horse." In 1%3 Jhc couple loaned ihdr 
English painting cullcvtion, said to be the hrgoA outside 
Britain, for the exhibition at the Virginia Museum. 

Their most recent long-term loan was made last year 
for the exhibition "I9th-and 20th-century French 
Paintinp." The 59 Mellon works in that exhibition are 
among those to be ultimately given to the Museum. 

Lewises are leadiag U.S. collectors 

Sydney and Frances Lewis, founders of the successful 
Best Products catalog showroom cliain, are perhaps the 
nation's "louling modern art collectors," Mooz said. 

Hieir association with the Virginia Museum began ten 
years ago with the gift of three Andy Warhol silka'reen 
jMints. 

In 1971 the Lewises gave the Museum $100,000 for 
the purchase of contemporary art, and in 1972 they gave 
the Museum half a million dollars to acquire Art 
Nouveau works. The Museum's Sydney and Frances 
Lewis Art Nouveau gallery is now recognized as one of 
the finest in the the U.S. 

The Lewises wrote of the passion of their collecting in 
1970: 

"One day we ^w a picture, liked it and bought it. 
Woe unto usi Soon we had an incurable pasion that 
demands all our lime, energy and .spare cash. The 
passion has opened our eyes, our hearts, our minds, our 
ideas, to new views of the universe; to new ways of 
lookin at the world. Lucky us! " 

"InralculablevalBe" 

"Like all museums, the Virginia Museum is made up 
of a number of individual collections, and its destiny is 
shaped by the collections it acquires. Sydney and 
Frances Lewis and Mr! and Mrs. Mellon, as a result of 
their long friendship aiul involvement with the Virginia 
Museum, have shaped and are shaping our destiny," 
Mooz said. 

The Museum refused to put a price tag on the two 
pledges wmounced byitw Tt:tistee&,"Th«scr Works pf art 
artxiP iMt^iatthit ^}im't&m Vfr^inia MUseumrthtr 
Commonwealth and her citizens," Hyde said. 

"On behalf of the staff and the Trustees, I would like 
formally to thank Sydney and Frances Lewis and Mr. 
and Mrs. Mellon. As a part of the entire sphere of the 
museum profession and art world, 1 thank the Lewises 
and Mellons for their limitless interest and 
contributions," Hyde concluded. 
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Cold water may be dangerous - Hypothermia

Winter is a season that is eagerly anticipated by many 
Beach waterfowl hunters and haity fishennan. 

The cold wnther and water is a must for their sport 
to be successful and in the Chesapeake and Virginia 
Beach area we are blessed with numerous burrough pits, 
lakes, rivers and tital waters that permit such activity. 
Barron^ nti 

In summer these areas are usually frequented by 
swimmers, fisherman, water skiers and the family just 
out for a boat ride. 

Should an accident occur, chances are that help will 
not be far away, and shcHild it take a while, your 
chances of survival are excellent in the warm water. 

In winter the water sportsnuuu success many times 
depends on the solitude of the area he is in and how cold 
the weather is. 

Should a boating accident occur aqd the occupants 
become immersed in cold water the chance of help being 
close by is very rraiote and the time they can survive is 
short. A condition known as hypothermia can result 
within minutes. 

Hypotiwrmla seminar 

On Dec. 1, 1979 I had the pleasure of attending a 
seminar on Hypothermia which was sponsored by the 
U.S. Coast Guard and the Virginia Institute of Marine 
Science. The following information came from that 
seminar. 

Hypothermia is a loss of body core temperature from 
exposure to a chilling environment such as cold water. 

Water cooler than 70 degrees is considered cold water 
and can result in rapid cooling Of the body and 
prolonged submersion in it can result in death from 
exposure, rather than drowning. 

A drop in the body core temperature of as little as six 
degrees from the normal 98.6 can result in death. 

It may take 10-13 minutes in cold water before the 
temperature of the critical organs begans to drop but 
once it does, it picks up momentum and a victims 
condition candeteriorate from a shivering condition to 
one of loss of manual dexterity and muscle rigidity. 

Once this occurs the victim would be unable to 
perform simple task such as putting on a life jacket or 
handling a flare gun. 

Mental con! usIob 

As cooler and cooler blood circulates to the brain, a 
state of mental confusion can develop, rendering a 
person powerless to help himself. 

Once the body core temperature reaches 90 degrees 
unconsciousness usually occurs and the victim may 
drowned. 

Should the victim not drowoedr heart failuce^wJU

83 degrees, thus making a simple accident a fatal one. 

In Virginia the salt water temperature Usually reaches 
the 30 degree mark by November and can be even colder 
in the fresh water lakes and ponds. 

A person can tread water for approximately two 
hours in 30 degree water before the deep chilling of the 
body results in heart failure. 

By swimming or treading water, a person will cool 
about 337* faster than if remaining still. The 
"drownproofing technique" which the victim keeps 
putting his head under water to rest will cause the body 
to cool 827» faster than if floating still with the head out 
of the water. 

The following table shows predicted survival times 
for an average person in 30 degree water:

The table mentioned H.E.L.P. as a position that 
increased survival time notedly. 

This is a technique or method that was developed by 
Canadian authorities recently to prevent heat loss from 
the critical areas of the body. H.E.L.P. (Heat Escape 
Lessening Position) can only be used by a person 
wearing a life jacket or other floatation device. 

The arms are crossed and kept tightly against the sides 
of the chest, thus reducing heat loss from the heart and 
lungs. 

Also, the ankles are crossed and the knees drawn up 
to reduce heat loss from the groin area. As shown in the 
table this position is very effective, and could make a 
critical difference. 

Should you become accidentally immersed in cold 
water, remember that water conducts heat many times 
faster than air. Most boats will float even when capsized 
or swamped.

water as possible. Weving a life jacket or other 
floatation device is a must. 

It will keep you afloat even if you are unconscious. 
You should remain still and assume the fetal or 
H.E.L.P. position even if you climb out of the water, 
this will increase your survival time. 

Remember that 307* of the heat is lost from the head, 
keep it out of the water and covered. 

If there are several people in the water, assume the 
huttle position by getting into a close circle (side to 
side). This will also help prevent heat loss. 

Whether to swim ashore is a difficult decision. It 
depends on many things. Some good swimmers have 
been able to swim 8/10 of a mile in 30 degree water 
before being overcome by hypothermia. Others have 
not been able to swim 100 yards. Furthermore, distances 
on the water are very deceptive. 

Therefore, stay with the boat, it is easier to see in the 
water than a person. Do not swim unless there is 
absolutely no chance of rescue and you are sure you can 
make it. 

Fiiataid 

If you should find a victim suffering from 
hypothermia be sure to give the proper first aid. 

Incorrect treatment of the victim may induce a 
rendition known as "After-Drop". This is caused by 
improper rewarming. by allowing cold stagnant blood 
from the extremities to return to the core of the body. 
When this happens the core temperature may drop 
below the level which will sustain life. 

This can be prevented by being sure that you warm 
the head, chest and groin area and let the body rewarm 
the extremities. 

The proper first aid for a Hypothermic victim is to 
move him to a sheltered warm place as soon as possible. 

Gently remove all wet clothing. The feeble amount of 
heat energy the victim has left must not be expended on 
warming and drying wet clothing. 

Apply heat to the central core of the body (head, 
neck, sides and groin). Place the victim on a hard flat 
surface, this will allow the administration of 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation should the need arise. 



D.E. teachers in demand 



While most Virginia Beach residents think there is an 
overabundance of teacho^ shortages exist in some 
areas. 

"Distributive education teachers are currently in 
demand, and we expect an increase in need during the 
1980s," said Robert Bems, assistant professor of 
vocational-technical education in Tech's College of 
Education. 

In demand 

"In addition to being in demand, distributive 
education teacher-coordinators command higher 
average starting salaries — $13,400 for 1979 Tech 
graduates — than educators in many other fields," 
Berns added. 

According to Bems, prospective teachers who select 
distributive education as their specialty graduate from 
college with competencies in two areas. "The D.E. 
curriculum develops not only teaching skills for future 
educators, but also provides students with a strong 
background in marketing. " 

Distributive education teacher-coordinators are 
employed in high schools, community college, adult 
education programs, and private business and 
industry— usually in personnel training. 

Bems stated the mission of distributive education in 
high schools is to prepare competent workers for 
marketing occupations. Instruction in over 20 areas of 
marketing including advertising and display, hotel and 
motel services, finance and credit, fashion 
merchandising, food marketing, and retailing may be 
offered at the high school level. 

Teacher shortage 

The teacher shortage allows graduates of distributive 
education college programs m«e flexibility in where to 
work. Vacancies for D.E. teachere exist in both mral 
and urban areas nationwide. 

"In the past four years, every graduate of Tech's 



D.E. program who chose to teach secured a teaching job 
in a desirable location," reported Berns. 

Additional career jj^hs for D.E. teachers are 
positions in school administration, vocational 
supervision, guidance and counseling, curriculum 
development, teacher education and research, as well as 
private business options. 

' ' Distributive education teachers are not confined to a 

classroom teaching experience all day," Bems said. 

"They spend time in the community coordinating field 

placements for their students in local business and may

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This heat can be applied in the form of hot towls or 
heat packs. The victim may also be submersed in warm 
water (not scalding) at approximately 105 degrees. 

A good field measure is for the rescuers to use their 
naked bodies to bring up the victims body temperature. 
It might be noted that once a persons body temperature 
is low enough for hypothermia, it is unlikely that it will 
bring itself back up without help from an auxilliary heat 
source. 

If the victim appears dead, heart massage and mouth- 
to-mouth resuscitation should be administered. 

A victim of a cold water accident may appear dead in 
severe cases of hypothermia or drowning. 

There may be no signes of life in the body, but recent 
medical research has proved that some victims can be 
saved even after long submergence in cold water. 

This is particularly true if the water is colder than 70 
degrees and the victim is young. 

The reason for this is the sudden face contact with 
cold water sometimes touching off a primitive response 
called the "mammalian diving reflex". 

This complex series of body responses shuts off blood 
circulation to most parts of the body except the heart, 
lungs and brain. 

Thus, what little oxygen remains in the blood gets 
transported to the brain and the cooled brain requires 
much less oxygen to survive.

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A good investment 



Fruit, trees are growing popular at the 




Fruit trees and plants are a growing investment. And 
if Virginia Beach residents enjoy the idea of "growing 
your own," this also means it can be a good investment. 

While growing your own provides the opportunity to 
have fre&h, delectable fruit for les.s than what you 
usually pay in the grocery store, there arc other 
advantages too. Growing your own fruit is an 
educational experience. Because, in order for your fruit 
trees and plants to succeed you have to learn how to care 
for them. 

Many people consider growing fruit a good form of 
exercise and relaxation. And still another benefit in 
growing fruit trees and plants is that they can add to the 
appearance of your landscape as well as the value of 
your property. 

HoMc grown fruit 

Homegrown fruit is more apt to be a paying 
proposition if you take the lime to plan before you 
plant, said Paul Stark, Jr., Vice President of Special 
Resnrch for Stark Bro's Nurseries, headquartered in 
Louisiana. Missouri. "Before a person decides on what 
to grow, there are several things to consider. First of all, 
what fruits do you and your family enjoy? Will they 
grow successfully in your area?" 

R^ardless of how much care and attention you are 
willing to give a favorite fruit tree or plant, it must be 
adapted to the gro\'mf condi(i->ns of "ni-r »rea. So, 



before you select the varieties you want, check the 
catalogs and consult your county extension agent for 
recommendations for your planting zone. 

Stark Bro's uses a zone map in its mail order catalc^ 
to help.customers understand what fruits they can grow. 
in their zone. Stark said. "The United States is divided 
into ten zone areas, according to USDA climatic records 
of average temperature ranges. Such a map allows 
horticulturists to specify what varieties will grow in a 
particular zone, based partly on the cold hardiness of 
the variety and the chilling requirement it needs to fruit 
properly." 

Cold hardiness refers to the ability of the fruit tree or 
plant (and its buds and blossoms) to withstand cold 
temperatures without injury. The chilling requirement is 
the number of hours below 45° F., during the winter 
months, that are necessary for the tree or plant to 
complete its dormancy cycle and resusme normal 
growth. 

Temperature variations 
Stark pointed out that there will always be some 
temperature variations within a zone. "Temperatures 
tend to fluctuate near large bodies of water, around big 
cities and when there is a substantial change in elevation 
within an area. This is why it's important to consult an 
extension agent as well as choosing varieties from 
catalogs which include zone recommendations." 



Selecting the fruit trees and plantt you wtuit to gmw 
may seem like Just a matter of eliminatira. But it |»^ in 
the long run to be a little choosy. After you find out 
what varieties are suggnted for your zone •rea.'Hcck 
with your ndghbors to see what varieties they're 
growing successfully or may be having difficulties with, 
"If you're a begmwr fruit gfow^ this it • r>od way to 
get tried-and-true information. It also leu you know 
what varieties are resistant to diseases in your area." 
Stark said. 



Next, think about how you plan to use the fruit and 
how much room you can allow for fruit trees and 
plants. These latter two decisions wtU also help you 
decide what varieties are best for you. If you plan to 
grow fruit strictly for^ fresh eating eqjoyment you may 
want to choose a different variety than one that works 
well for processing, freezing or for cooking and baking. 

Fruit, trees and plants vary in the size they'll reach at 
maturity. But even if your growing room is limited, fruit 
trees and plants are available that need only a small 
amount of space to produce a bountiful crop. Dwarf 
size trees are ideal for the home grower. You can plant 
up to six dwarf trees in the tame space needed by a 
standard tree. 

Dwarf trees usually begin bearing raily 2 or 3 yean 



after platiUng, too. Stark said. "That's quite a bit 
sooner than moit standard strces. Another plus for the 
dwarf tin tree is tN msc in caring for it. Most work can 
be done standiiif on the ground." 



MtMit small ^its are dso aitaptable to limited 
growing space*. Fw example, a strawberry terrace holds 
up to about 50 |^(s in less than a six foot square area. 
Rhularb is perfect for a co^met ot border you want tc 
fiU. And you can grow many of the borry bushes and 
grapes in a smidl area when you ke^ them pnmed and 
trained properly. 

One (»her item home fruit growers must be aware of, 
espedaUy if space is limited or if you are irianning to 
plant only one of a fruit variety. Stark said, "and that 
is, will the tree or plant receive proper piMlination to 
produce fruit?" If you're only planting one, be sure it's 
self-fruitful or that there are otlm fruit trees or plants 
nearby which will work as a poOination partner. Once 
again, it's a good -idea to check the catalc^ or ask an 
extension a^nt or nursery person for 
recommendations.'' 

To sum it all up, do your background work before 
you invest in mowing fruit trees and plants and you will 
increaM your o|q»ortunities for harvesting a better 
return.

Proper clothing may conserve energy

Fashion dressing and energy conservation may seem 
like distant concepts to you. But, with the energy crunch 
— and the limits in wintertime heating and summertime 
air-conditioning it pertains — wardrobe planners need 
to consider functions as well as fashion when selecting 
clothes. 

The clothes you wear have an important effect on 
your personal comfort as, well as your pocke^ook. 
Learning to select the proper t^ of apparel for the 
existing environmental conditions instead of changing 
the environment by means of energy consuming heat or 
air-conditioning can save you money and keep you 
comfortable too. 

Remember, heat exchange between the body and the 
environment determines body comfort. Proper clothing 
helps the body to keep its comfortable temperature in 
the winter by preventing heat loss and in the summer by 
speeding it up. 

Winterize the wardrobe 

According to an expert at the U.S. Army 
Laboratories in Natick, Mass. there are three golden 
rules to follow for keei^i^ warm. 

First, it is the thickness of the garment, not the weight 
that determines how warm a garment will keep its 
wearer. Second, it is important to keep clothing clean 
and dry, and to avoid excessive sweating, if possible. 
The third rule is to wear loose clothing in layers as this 
method will trap warm air against the body. 



You can anti-freeze your wardrobe and warm up 
when you: 

Wear darker colored garments as they absorb the 
sun's rays and make you feel warmer. 

Select warm hues such as red, orange, and brown 
which make you think war as well as feel warm. 

Choose close to body styles with opening at the neck, 
wrist, and waist close-fitting, as this prevents the air 
heated by yqmljpdy from escaping 

Judge the )y^ri}^i^^jg)t^ial 9f a.Xahrjf .acwwdingto. 
bulk and feel. A fabric that is slick and cool to the toi(ch 
won't be as warm as one that feels soft and fluffy, 
regardless of fiber content. 

Choose natural fibers, such as wool, cotton and 
down, which are better insulators of air and better 
absorbers of moisture than man-made fibers. 

Wear thermal underwear or regular knit underwear to 
insulate the body heat, tuck the T-Shirt into your 



underwear. Long johns and elbow and knee warmers 
help hold body heat. 

The more layers, the more air is trapped and the 
warmer you'll be up to a point. Too much can, by 
compression, eliminate aU the warmth providing air. 
Layering allows you to peel off extraneous clothing 
when overheated. 

Wear closed and heavier footwear. In shoes, crepe or 
rubber soles are warmer. Shoes with -higher beds or - 
thicker soles keep feet off the greunit'lMtf'iniH Wiita<^'^ 
warmer. Fleece-fined ankle or knee boMs retain more 
heat than regular shoes. 



Keqi hands warn whan outdoors. Wear fleece lined, 
fur-lined wool ^ovei or mittens. Mittens wiU keep you 
wanner ^ mora room to trap air between fingers. 

Wear a hat, hood or scarf around the head as about 
90% of the body's heat km is at the head. If covered, 
excess heat can no longer eapape and therefore it goes to 
other parti of the My ~ hands and feet. 

Get extra wannth from cotton knit or flannel

aided by tax proposal 



A Senate tax relief proposal for small savers in 
Virginia Beach, although modest in scope, will provide 
a positive incentive for saving, Dr. Jack Carlson, 
executive vice-president and chief ecwjomist of the 
National Association of Realtors, said today. 

"The small tax relief on savings interest and 
dividends," Carlson said, "will offer substantial 
benefits to the economy. Private investment and savings 
will increase by 2 percent and lead to the creation of 
more than 100,000 new jobs." 

Carboadirrcn 

Carlson differed with Sen. Edmund S. Muskie (D- 
Me.), who said that the proposal ". . . won't work, it 
isn't fair, it isn't necessary." 

Investment in productivity-increasing equipment can 
be expected to grow by about 2 percent, Carlson 
countered, commercial and industrial structure 
production could increase by 2 percent, and an 
additional 50,000 new homes would be built. 

"Additionally," he said, "worker productivity would 
improve by one-half percent and thereby help lower the 
consumer price level by one-third percent. Average 
spendable income perhousehold could increase by about 
$80. 

"In this Congress," he continued, "where small 
savers, investors, business pepple and taxpayers have 
been hurt in their pocketbooks, the Senate's modest tax 
relief package is welcome. We hope the House will agree 
and provide similar tax relief for savings and 
investment." 

The proposal, which the Senate added to the windfall 
profits tax legislation, would provided tax exemptions

for the first $200 of interest earned on savings and 
dividends for an individual and $400 for couples. 

"Such modest relief," Carlson said, "will result in 
less than a $2 billion net reduction in tax receipts in 
1982, the first effective year, and about $18 billion f<w 
thedecadcof the 1980s."
